§ n their recent publication, Response 
j to Updated Estima tes of HIV Infec¬ 
tion in San Francisco, 2000, the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health and the AIDS Research Insti¬ 
tute of the University of California, 
San Francisco noted that while some 
gay and bisexual men have “eliminat¬ 
ed high-risk behavior from their 
lives,” there are other men for whom 
“decisions about perceived risk are 
outweighed by their needs for identi¬ 
ty, intimacy, pleasure, or other con¬ 
siderations. They know about risk, 
have made choices, and engage in be¬ 
havior at the level of risk that they be¬ 
lieve to be appropriate.” 

And still other men, notes the 
DPH/UCSF publication, have only re¬ 
cently started to Have sex that runs a 
higher risk of transmitting HIV to 
themselves or their partner. 

“This group makes situational de¬ 
cisions about risk behavior,” says the 
document [see http://hivinsite.ucsf. 
edu/ari/HrVEstimatesReport8900.pdf ]. 
“These decisions are based on their 
knowledge and understanding of HIV 
transmission, the perceived risk of the 
behavior in question, and the stated or 
presumed HIV status of their partner.” 

Included in the report is a new 
“11-point action plan,” which the au¬ 
thors describe as an “opening salvo” 
to begin a dialogue on a new ap¬ 
proach to HIV prevention in San 
Francisco. 

But rather than attacking the 
whole concept of gay men practicing 
anal intercourse without condoms 
(barebacking), the plan takes a new 
approach of “harm reduction,” in ef¬ 
fect abandoning the philosophy that

I f anyone knows the truth behind the 
well-publicized drama of Anne Heche’s 
“amicable” split from Ellen DeGeneres 
and Heche’s subsequent hospitalization, 
they’re not saying. 

Heche parked her Toyota SUV near High¬ 
way 33 in rural Fresno County Saturday 
night, August 19, and walked about a mile 
along a dirt road to a house on Nebraska Av¬ 
enue. She knocked on the door and was 
speaking incoherently. Police and an ambu¬ 
lance were called. Heche was taken to Uni¬ 
versity Medical Center in Fresno where she 
was treated and released. 

According to the Fresno Bee newspaper, 
law enforcement sources said Heche ap¬ 
peared to be under the influence of drugs and 
made statements that she may have taken ec¬ 
stasy. The hospital would not officially release 
any information about the case. University 
Medical Center spokeswoman Mary Lisa 
Russell insisted the hospital never treated 
anyone named Anne Heche. The hospital’s 
chief legal officer, Robert Ward, told the Bay 
Area Reporter Heche may have refused to give 
her name or registered under an alias. 

Fresno County Sheriff’s Lieutenant Mer¬ 
rill Wright confirmed the basic details of the 
Heche incident but said he couldn’t release 
any other information because it was consid¬ 
ered a medical, not criminal case. Wright said 
he could not confirm reports that Heche may 
have overdosed on ecstasy. A representative 


of the Fresno County Sheriff’s narcotics di¬ 
vision told the B.AiR. its investigators weren’t 
asked to get involved in the case. 

Aracelli Campiz told KSEE-TV that the 
last person she expected to show up at her 
door was her favorite actress. 


“I couldn’t believe it. I was just laughing 
... she was saying a lot of funny things, that’s 
all,” Campiz said. “She even put on a pair of 
my slippers and she made me put on a pair

N o word yet on whether Juanita Owens 
saw a bump in the tracking polls after 
her speech at last week’s Democratic Nation¬ 
al Convention in Los Angeles. 

But when the 
only female candi¬ 
date for supervisor in 
San Francisco’s Dis¬ 
trict 5 took the stage 
last Tuesday, August 
15, her mind was not 
on the local race. 

She was thinking 
about being one of 
the few out lesbians 
of color to address a 
national convention 
of either major po¬ 
litical party. Democ¬ 
ratic National Committee member Gloria 
Nieto, a Latina lesbian, also addressed the del¬ 
egates, as did other openly gay people. 

“I was proud and humbled that a lesbian 
of color was invited to speak at the Democ¬ 
ratic convention,” Owens said in an interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter. 

“That solidifies and it validates that we are 
an integral part of the fabric of this country,” 
she said. 

But with all the talk of “window dressing” 
at the Republican convention, what about the 
Democrats? Was the candidate invited to 
speak because she is a lesbian of color? 

“That’s a good question, and I.thought 
about that,” acknowledged Owens. “No, I

Man bashed in Daly City

A few months ago, Commu¬ 
nity United Against Vio¬ 
lence reported that San 
Francisco’s gentrification was a 
huge factor in the increase in vio¬ 
lence during anti-gay attacks. As 
more gays are pushed out of the 
city, according to CUAV, they find 
themselves in neighborhoods not 
used to - and certainly not as 
friendly with - gay people. 

One Bay Area man can unfor¬ 
tunately attest to that; Daly City 
resident Anthony Pino earlier this 
month was the victim of a vicious 
assault that is under investigation 
as a hate crime by the San Mateo 
District Attorney’s office. 


On August 5, Pino and a friend 
entered a Daly City hamburger 
stop for some food and were im¬ 
mediately picked out in the crowd 
by a group of five young men. 

“They were saying things to my 
friend like, ‘Hey faggot, why are 
you looking at me like that,’ Pino 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “Then 
everything happened really fast.” 

Pino cannot remember every¬ 
thing about the incident, but he was 
apparently attacked by all five men, 
as captured by the restaurant’s 
video surveillance camera. He was 
kicked and punched in the head, 
sometimes with a glass bottle. 

“I actually thought I got shot,” 
said Pino. “There was pain and 
then a lot of blood gushing out.” 

Pino incurred a cranial skull 


fracture that nearly turned deadly 
when a small pocket of air was 
found to have entered his head. 

“I’m okay. I’m functional. I 
have to go back for more medical 
evaluations, and my memory’s 
not great, but I’m getting it back,” 
said Pino of his injuries. 

According to the Daly City Po¬ 
lice Department, five suspects 
have been arrested for the brutal 
beating. Pino has already been 
subpoenaed for the first phase of 
the justice process and says he is 
nervous about testifying against 
the suspects. 

“I want to relocate,” said Pino. 
“I’m not trying to run but I’m 
very scared of staying where I am 
now, where they could find me 
again.” ▼ 


Arrest made in Los Gatos anti-gay attack

olice in the South Bay arrest- 
i ed one man and are looking 
1 for three others after an al¬ 
leged anti-gay hate crime in 
downtown Los Gatos last Friday, 
August 18. 

University of California, Santa 
Barbara student Peter Ellsworth, 
21, allegedly attacked a man outside 
a hair salon on North Santa Cruz 
Avenue at about 2 a.m., police said. 
A group of four men, including 
Ellsworth, allegedly called the vic¬ 
tim and his brother “faggots” after 
overhearing them discuss the vic¬ 
tim’s career plans after graduating 
from cosmetology school. 

Ellsworth got into a verbal al¬ 
tercation with the 21-year-old vic¬ 


tim, before physically attacking 
him, police said. The man suffered 
minor injuries to his jaw and 
knees. Police said he turned down 
an offer to be taken to the hospi¬ 
tal. His name was not released. 

Police arrested Ellsworth on 
misdemeanor battery and hate 
crime charges. He was booked 
into the Santa Clara County jail 
and released later that morning. 

Ellsworth is from Los Altos. He 
didn’t respond to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porters phone and e-mail mes¬ 
sages but he told the San Francis¬ 
co Examiner that he never at¬ 
tacked either of the brothers and 
never called them “faggots.” 
Ellsworth said he was defending 
himself after being attacked by the 
brothers. 

Los Gatos-Monte Sereno po¬ 


lice Captain Alana Forrest told the 
B.A.R. that Ellsworth’s claim that 
he was defending himself after 
being chased by the brothers is not 
reflected in the police report on 
the incident. 

Police are looking for the three 
other men who were with 
Ellsworth. Forrest said they are 
described only as white males be¬ 
tween 20 and 25 years old. 

Forrest said hate crimes are 
very rare in Los Gatos. She said 
last week’s case was the only anti¬ 
gay hate crime that she could re¬ 
call. Forrest said the case has been 
turned over to the Santa Clara 
County District Attorney’s office 
for prosecution.

HIV discrimination beyond gay community

j - L lmost 20 years ago, mem- 
m,M bers of the queer communi- 
JPr'. ty battled the system as their 
brothers became targets of dis¬ 
crimination such as proposed 
AIDS quarantines and mandatory 
testing. Within the last few years - 
when names reporting and crimi¬ 
nalization earned the HIV spot¬ 
light - lesbian , gay, bisexual, and 
transgender people have consis¬ 
tently opposed such measures out 
of concerns for confidentiality and 
the scary concept of giving the 
government the power to assign 
blame to HIV transmission. So as 
the Ryan White CARE Act ap¬ 
proaches the final stages of reau¬ 
thorization approval in Congress, 
it is fair to ask the question: where 
are we now? Within weeks we may 
have an AIDS funding system that 
is conditional upon the mandato¬ 
ry testing of newborns and their 
mothers, a condition that applies 
all the discrimination we once 
fought against toward a new pop¬ 
ulation with whom we now seem 
unconcerned. 

Will predominately gay groups 
remain silent on the issue, or even 
support the measure, in order to 
acquire their portion of federal 
AIDS dollars? 

Two weeks ago, the AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel issued a statement 
that opposed adoption of the “fi¬ 
nancial incentives for mandatory 
testing” clause in the reauthoriza¬ 


tion act, introduced by Represen¬ 
tative Tom Coburn (R-Okla- 
homa) to amend the CARE Act to 
include these conditions. ALRP 
was joined by several minority 
and women’s groups and a hand¬ 
ful of AIDS organizations such as 
Project Inform, but the coalition 
“had a hard time making this pro¬ 
vision a priority during negotia¬ 
tions,” according to Eileen 
Hansen, former policy director for 
ALRP. 

Many AIDS advocates - most 
notably those lobbyists in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. that worked out this 
“compromise” with Coburn - 
seem fine with mandatory testing 
so long as the discrimination does 
not affect the gay community. As 
it stands, the CARE Act reautho¬ 
rization legislation has two ver¬ 
sions - one in the House, and one 
in the Senate. Coburn’s House 
version contains the mandatory 
testing provision, while the Senate 
version does not. Congress is ex¬ 
pected to revisit the issue after 
Labor Day in order to pass the 
most agreeable form of the bill. 
And with little gay opposition to 
the testing provision, mandatory 
testing could well be on its way to 
becoming a condition of federal 
funding. 

Locally, our own community, 
for the most part, has not vehe¬ 
mently opposed the mandatory 
testing provision. 

Michael Petrelis, who has 
worked with Coburn on AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization accountability 


issues, told the Bay Area Reporter 
last week that he in fact supported 
mandatory newborn testing. 

“The answer is yes. Y-E-S,” said 
Petrelis, who noted that the inci¬ 
dence of pediatric AIDS cases in 
San Francisco was small. 

Petrelis last week accused 
Hansen of using ALRP CARE Act 
money for lobbying against the bill 
and for her own campaign for San 
Francisco supervisor. Coburn 
jumped on the bandwagon, send¬ 
ing statements around the country 
that questioned whether ALRP 
even existed because the organiza¬ 
tion’s phones were down on the 
day it moved its offices across 
town. And when Hansen resigned 
from ALRP last week to pursue her 
candidacy, Petrelis said it reeked of 
scandal. ALRP has already sent its 
financial records to Coburn for in¬ 
vestigation and the group noted 
that Hansen’s departure was 
planned long before Coburn’s ac¬ 
cusations. Furthermore, Hansen 
will ask for a public apology for 
Coburn’s bogus crusade. 

ACT UP/San Francisco, usual¬ 
ly identified as a Petrelis ally, made 
a point to call the B.A.R. last week 
to denounce Petrelis’s position on 
mandatory testing. 

“To say this is not our commu¬ 
nity’s concern is just ignorant,” 
Michael Bellefountaine of ACT 
UP/SF told the B.A.R. “With all 
the false positives [test results], 
and all the discrimination around 
HIV, we should be able to talk

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Supes tackle rent 
hikes for city doctors

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jH If hen, oh when, will it end? 
J It’s bad enough as a resi- 
W dential renter to realize 
that the limited number of available 
single-person apartments could 
only be afforded by those with high 
incomes. But commercial rents have 
also soared more than 50 percent in 
the last year alone, driving out not 
only many of the city’s nonprofits 
but a number of for-profit busi¬ 
nesses as well. As Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom remarked at a Board of 
Supervisors committee hearing 
Tuesday, August 22, “We are be¬ 
coming a one-dimensional city.” 

“I’m stuck,” said Newsom of 
the city’s powerlessness over com¬ 
mercial rents. “I don’t like this.” 

Tuesday’s hearing before the 
Small Business Economic Vitality 
and Consumer Services Commit¬ 
tee, called by Supervisor Alicia Be- 
cerril, was the first to deal with the 
dot-com invasion as it affects doc¬ 
tors’ practices, one of the rare for- 
profit businesses with the non¬ 
profit bent of public service. 

At issue was 450 Sutter Street, a 
building with an historical pur¬ 
pose to house doctors, dentists, 
and other medical practitioners. 
For 40 years, rents have remained 
steady at the building, with the ex¬ 
ception of occasional 5 percent in¬ 
creases. Then, in June, the build¬ 
ing’s long-term tenants received 
30-day notices informing them of 
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‘An exciting, accepting, affirming & reconciling church for all people, 
building the Body of Christ in love. ” 


a choice between extreme rate 
hikes or eviction. One doctor at an 
HIV/AIDS practice saw the 
monthly rent go from $2,000 to 
$20,000, according to Becerril. 

But these figures brought no 
tears to the eyes of those on hand 
to represent the building’s owner. 

“Forty-six percent of those 
doctors drive luxury cars,” was 
one argument used by the owner’s 
representative. “This is not the 
type of situation where the board 
should be reaching out, as it has to 
nonprofits.” 

Becerril reminded the money- 
focused debaters that the conver¬ 
sation needed to go beyond the 
named doctors and dentists. 

“When you’re talking about 
physicians you’re also talking about 
patients,” said Becerril. “The elder¬ 
ly, people with AIDS ... many who 
rely on these services provided.” 

The side representing the 
building’s owner then took the 
compassionate angle, arguing that 
they had tried for years to get doc¬ 
tors into those spaces but that 
health care reform had decreased 
that renters’ pool. The building is 
in desperate need of seismic retro¬ 
fit and other renovations, they 
said, and the owner simply cannot 
afford to maintain a 9 percent va¬ 
cancy rate in today’s economy, 
where dot-coms can come in and 


pay virtually any rent on the mar¬ 
ket. Furthermore, the owner had 
negotiated with several tenants 
who opted for a reduced office 
space at a more affordable rent. 

“We are a part of this commu¬ 
nity, and committed to working 
with the doctors to keep them in 
the building,” was the summary 
given by the owner’s side. 

The supervisors on hand for the 
hearing didn’t buy it for a second, 
but there was little they could do. 

Supervisor Mark Leno, noting 
that for 40 years rents remained 
the same and then suddenly “in¬ 
creased exponentially,” said he 
would buy the argument for the 
necessity of increased rents “if you 
then followed that with, ‘We don’t 
want the doctors there.’” 

But state law prohibits the city 
from setting limits on commercial 
rents. And other than restricting 
the free market and regretting it 
later or buying the building and 
subsidizing the spaces - something 
unaffordable for every such situa¬ 
tion before them - the Board of 
Supervisors could only caution the 
building’s owner that they expect¬ 
ed a solution would be reached. 

“If the landlord is not as com¬ 
mitted as is suggested,” warned 
Newsom at the hearing’s close, 
“then we will take the next step 
and re-open these hearings.” T

Immediately, 
Gore amazed delegates in the Staples Center 
and viewers at home when he planted a wet 
kiss on the lips of his wife, Tipper. The Kiss, as 
it’s come to be called by the political talking 
heads, has been analyzed to death - was it a 
genuine sign of love and caring for his part¬ 
ner of 30 years, or was it a calculated move? 
Certainly, Gore could not have forgotten 
where he was - on national television - but to 
us, the kiss seemed real. And, as one pundit 
said Tuesday night, in those few seconds, Gore 
firmly declared his independence from Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton. If nothing else, The Kiss sig¬ 
naled that Gore is a faithful husband, which 
can’t be said for the man from Hope. 

The second defining moment for Gore 
came when he said, “I am my own man ...” 
The convention crowd went wild; this is 
what they’ve been waiting months to hear. 
Those few words said more than the sym¬ 
bolic “passing of the torch” ceremony that 
the Clintons and Gores held in Michigan 
last Tuesday, and showed us that the vice 
president is finally starting to emerge from 
the extremely long shadow of Bill Clinton. 

The third important moment in Gore’s 
speech came when he told the audience, “I 
will never let you down.” That was another 
subtle reference to Clinton, whose personal 
escapades did let the country down, but 
whose presidential duties continue to enjoy 
high approval ratings. 


So far, the polls show that in the days 
since the convention, Gore has picked up all 
the ground he had lost earlier this 
year to his Republican rival, George 
W. Bush. Bush is now on the de- 
fensive, remaining uncommitted 
about the upcoming presidential 
debates even while promising to 
debate Gore. We’re told he’s nego¬ 
tiating over the format. What’s that 
about? Is Bush trying to get a debate lay¬ 
out that wouldn’t burden him 
with any of those pesky sur¬ 
prises that sometimes occur 
when a candidate is asked a 
question he wasn’t expecting? Bush, natu 
rally, would rather face one panelist as op¬ 



posed to several, and probably doesn’t want 
questions from the audience. 

Of note to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender community, Gore specifi¬ 
cally mentioned passing the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act and 
the need for continued HIV/AIDS 
care during his speech and recognized 
the parents of slain gay Wyoming col¬ 
lege student Matthew Shepard. Bush 
mentioned neither topic during his 
acceptance speech earlier this 
month, and it’s clear to us that 
when it comes to tolerance and 
fighting for all people, as both 
parties claim, one candidate, A1 Gore, is 
above the other. T

Think globally, act locally

M y how things change over a decade! 
But the more things change, the 
more they stay the same. Once 
upon a time, there was but a single ACT UP 
in the city - ACT UP San Francisco - 
formed shortly before I moved here. When 
I joined, the Sixth International AIDS Con¬ 
ference was right around the corner, and we 
prepared frantically for what turned out to 
be one of local grassroots street activism’s 
finest hours. 

As a result of those actions during that 
summer week in 1990, ACT/UP SF more 
than doubled in size and then the real trou¬ 
ble began. What had been a progressive 
coalition of diverse individuals and groups 
committed to ending the AIDS crisis in all 
communities, was about to be torn apart by 
a few selfisji affluent gay white men wishing 
to narrow our focus to getting drugs into 
the veins of affluent gay white men like 
themselves. 

But those of us who view our activism as 
a vehicle for giving voice to the voiceless and 
empowering the powerless resisted the in¬ 
stitutionalizing moves that the newcomers 
made to restrict the focus of ACT UP/SF to 
meeting to their interpretation of what 
AIDS activism should be and little else. 

To make a long story short the focus on 
treatment folks decided to split from ACT 
UP/SF and that begat the treatment-focused 
ACT/UP Golden Gate which recently be¬ 
came Survive Aids. 

Now I read a recent guest opinion where 
Jeff Sheehy, now a member of Survive AIDS, 
is lamenting the paucity of “big picture” 
cross-cultural AIDS activism now that he’s 
actually jetted off to South Africa, where the 
poorer and blacker have suffered propor¬ 
tional to the comforts we enjoyed since long 
before HIV. Perhaps had ACT UP/GG not 
ignored the broader issues besides using 
PWAs as free human guinea pigs for drug 
company R&D, there might have been 
grassroots activist pressure put on the gov¬ 
ernments of the industrialized world to ad¬ 
dress AIDS in a manner other than subsi¬ 
dizing the creation of new markets for 


wealthy drug corporations. 

And to further complicate the matter by 
introducing the notion of intellectual and fi¬ 
nancial conflict of interest, Sheehy is listed as 
“the deputy director of communications for 
the UCSF AIDS Research Institute,” which 
means that he is being paid to defend the 
perspectives of an AIDS institution that has, 
like all institutions, its own agenda above and 
beyond the basic science which is to ensure 
its continued operation and growth which 
can entail defending its patrons. 

As an HIV skeptic, because the proposi¬ 
tion that: “HIV and only HIV causes 
AIDS and AIDS is only caused by 
HIV,” has not been proven to my sci¬ 
entific standards, I am confused 
about Sheehy’s glib dismissal of 
consensual barebacking amongst 
prevention workers. From what I 
remember, the science behind the 
HIV thesis asserted that 
positive men must stay 
safer because they would 
pose a public health risk 
by encouraging more vir¬ 
ulent mutations were they to bareback. 

Like much prevention “science,” main¬ 
taining intellectual continuity takes a back 
seat in the rush to secure additional fund¬ 
ing for a lucrative African AIDS safari if not 
a witch doctor hunt. If many of us have 
learned from observation that the preven¬ 
tion crowd sings for their supper by mas¬ 
querading misleading information as au¬ 
thoritative, then the next logical step is to 
analyze the degree to which they, themselves 
adhere to the admonitions they sanctimo¬ 
niously heap on gay men. 

But the prevention well is poisoned, the 
effectiveness of the prevention message di¬ 
luted, and most gay men are not going to 
believe it when the prevention professionals 
cry wolf next time. And we are seeing this 
on the ground in increased rates of less safe 
behavior. But I still hold that gay men 
should use condoms proportional to their 
degree of promiscuity, because whether 
HIV is present or not, the more serum of 
more men - the sum total of all flora and 
fauna - taken into one’s body stresses out 
the immune system. 


And finally, Sheehy claims that since the 
stock market has risen astronomically of re¬ 
cent, we should have no problem scaring up 
$4-6 billion to cut new infections in half. 
Uh, Jeff, last time I checked every system on 
which the city of San Francisco depends for 
its day to day operations was falling apart 
due to the fiscal and political malfeasance of 
your Democratic monopoly. The Health 
Department, Muni, Housing Authority, 
Ethics Commission, and even the water and 
sewer systems are all in varying states of cri¬ 
sis and worse. 

I ask treatment advocates who have had 
a decade of access to “the table” after our pi¬ 
oneering work that for the first time pulled 
back the curtain on the secretive 
public health and pharmaceutical 
firms, why not leverage that ac¬ 
cess to encourage drug compa¬ 
nies to become a few of those 
thousand points of light 
and sell the meds cheaper 
to the Third World, and 
while they’re at it, lower 
the prices for we North 

Americans? 

And in the face of contradictory evi¬ 
dence bathed in demands for continued, 
higher funding, we must make a choice. Do 
we continue to fund prevention that osten¬ 
sibly has failed if we are seeing treble in¬ 
creases in funding or do we revisit funding 
the epidemiologists that are clearly cooking 
the data. 

While we must think globally, we must 
first act locally. How can Sheehy advocate 
that we allocate scarce resources to pay drug 
companies to send drugs and condoms 
abroad before we meet those very needs of 
our own right here at home? Does it matter 
that we’re being asked to sacrifice the basics 
at home in order to further the particular 
scientific theses of Sheehy’s employers? This 
is neither an isolationist nor a denialist ar¬ 
gument, rather a prioritization on how we 
can resolve our own crises so that we may be 
stronger to address the crises of others. ▼

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What mattered? 

When it came to the body of Curtis Oliver Jr. what 
mattered? Not the details of his life but the details of 
his death. If even half the attention had been paid to 
the details of his life, perhaps he would still be alive. 
An ethic of care would focus on the fact that Curtis 
died with someone at his side instead of alone in the 
park. An ethic of care exacts the truth about the per¬ 
vasive drug problem in our neighborhood and com¬ 
munity - alcohol, meth, heroin, crack. This pandem¬ 
ic, in all its manifestations, is one we avoid by scape¬ 
goating and blaming. 

Tawnee Walling stayed up all night caring for this 
young man. She kept vigil with him through the night 
hours. She called for help. She found his family so 
they could say goodbye. These are the details that 
matter. 

Through the worst of the AIDS years, we rarely lost 
hope. The sadness was overwhelming at times, but the 
grief was somehow shouldered on the ethic of care 
demonstrated by our community. We knew what it 
was to be involved in the lives and bodies of those 
among us sick and dying, and together we struggled 
against a society who placed us, our bodies, outside 
the general public. In those days, the only crime was 
not to care. 

So soon do we forget. With little hesitation we have 
re-entered this society. We are now the ones who are 
saying that some bodies matter and some do not. 


among first-degree murder, second-degree murder, 
and manslaughter, where the victims are just as dead 
in all three cases. Here, intent clearly matters to us, the 
survivors. We want to understand both the psycho¬ 
logical and the social roots of killing, and to punish 
accordingly (even, or especially, when we oppose the 
death penalty). 

Second is the failure of hate crime law to address 
all the victims of hate. Opponents of hate crime law 
point out that writing sexual orientation and sexual 
identity into the law would still omit other victimized 
groups, such as the homeless. All too true. But is this 
an effective argument against hate crime law as such? 
This argument may be essentially the same as the ar¬ 
guments that civil rights laws were either unnecessary 
or unjust when they dealt “only” with racial discrim¬ 
ination. 

Both these issues are united by a valid reluctance to 
add more categories of punishment to a legal system 
that is biased against stigmatized groups, and often 
inept. That said, a hate-based assault may be just as 
distinct from an “ordinary” assault as murder is from 
manslaughter. If we decide not to recognize hate mo¬ 
tivation in criminal law, the arguments will need to 
be more thorough and exact than they seem to be so 
far. I hope the B.A.R. will continue to explore the 
issue.

Thoughts on hate crime law

Schlessinger is a doctor 

I am writing to clarify three points mentioned in 
Dr. Menaster’s August 3 letter regarding Dr. Laura. 
While I agree with Dr. Menaster in that Dr. Laura is 
misleading the public, I feel that his rationale is 
flawed. 

Firstly, Dr. Laura is a “real doctor.” She holds a 
Ph.D. in physiology. This certainly gives her the right 
to call herself “doctor.” Physicians are not the only 
types of doctors and are certainly not the only real 
ones. 

Secondly, Dr. Laura is not riding the coattails of 
the medical profession, but rather the profession of 
psychology. Her use of the term “doctor” is mislead¬ 
ing to the public in that it gives the appearance that 
she is a psychologist, as psychologists are appropri¬ 
ately referred to as doctors. Her doctorate is not in 
psychology or any mental health field for that, matter. 
She has a master’s degree in counseling and is a li¬ 
censed marriage, family, and child counselor (MFCC) 
since 1980. 

Thirdly, Dr. Menaster questions if Dr. Laura is in 
violation of the California Business and Professions 
Code 2274. The code states: “The use by any licensee 
of any certificate, of any letter, letters, word, words, 
term, or terms either as a prefix, affix, or suffix indi¬ 
cating that he or she is entitled to engage in a medical 
practice for which he or she is not licensed constitutes 


unprofessional conduct.” She has never indicated that 
she is engaging in medical practice. 

A more likely violation is California Business and 
Professions Code 2903. This code states: “No person 
may engage in the practice of psychology, or repre¬ 
sent himself to be a psychologist, without a license 
granted under this chapter.” 

MFCCs are covered under California Business and 
Professions Code 4980.02. It states that “the practice 
of marriage, family, and child counseling shall mean 
that service performed with individuals, couples, or 
groups wherein interpersonal relationships are exam¬ 
ined for the purpose of achieving more adequate, sat¬ 
isfying, and productive marriage and family adjust¬ 
ments. This practice includes relationship and pre¬ 
marriage counseling.” 

As Dr. Laura continues to obfuscate the facts sur¬ 
rounding her training and background, psychologists 
and other mental health professionals, as well as 
physicians need to highlight and underscore her ac¬ 
tual background, training, and experience in an accu¬ 
rate manner.

Stop blaming gay men 

I’m getting sick and tired of hearing that gay men 
keep spreading AIDS at an alarming rate.

Gore and Bush draw 
campaign battle lines

W ith post-convention polls 
showing the Democratic 
presidential ticket of Al 
Gore and Joseph Lieberman 

picking up an unexpected heavy 
political bounce against the Repub¬ 
lican ticket of George W. Bush 
and Richard Cheney, the race for 
president now appears to be in a 
political dead heat with a little over 
two months before the Novem¬ 
ber 7 general election. 

Nearly every major 
public opinion poll 
showed Gore, previously 
trailing Bush by some¬ 
times double-digits, 
now either even with 
the Republican, or 
slightly ahead 
of the Texas 
governor. Both 
political camps 
are now pondering what they 
must do to achieve a November 
win. For Gore and Lieberman to 
be victorious, they must energize 
their base of minorities, liberals 
and union members, hold on to 
their leads in the Northeast and 
California, and erase Bush’s cur¬ 
rent lead among independent vot¬ 
ers and carry some of the big bat¬ 
tleground states that stretch from 
New Jersey to Missouri. 

Democrats were clearly buoyed 
by Gore’s acceptance speech at last 
week’s national convention and 
fortified by the presence of Lieber¬ 
man on the ticket. Many of Gore’s 
advisers, having been concerned 
about his campaign prior to the 
Los Angeles convention, now feel 
that they have an uphill, but 
winnable battle on their hands. 
Indeed, polls by NBC, CNN, 
Newsweek, and the New York 
Times had Gore actually overtak¬ 
ing his GOP opponent this week, 
and most political observers in 
both parties now feel that the up¬ 
coming presidential debates will 
very likely determine the eventual 
winner. 

For Bush to win in November 
he must hold on to the indepen¬ 
dent voters who are leaning to¬ 
ward him and build support in 
states that Bill Clinton took away 
from Republicans in the last two 
elections. Tennessee, Gore’s home 
state, is among those states Bush 
needs to win. An example of what 
Gore must do to defeat Bush is to 
win in Tennessee, where polls 
show the two are currently neck 


and neck. In contrast, polls show 
Bush with a commanding lead in 
his home state of Texas. While nei¬ 
ther national convention pro¬ 
duced much more than a collective 
yawn for American voters, and 
while the national press and pun¬ 
dits dismissed the two events as lit¬ 
tle more than calculated, made- 
for-TV informercials, the conven¬ 
tions did give voters an opportu¬ 
nity to compare the national party 
platforms that both Gore and 
Bush will be running on. 
Democrats reached 
out to minorities like 
gays, and featured 
several lesbians who 
addressed the con¬ 
vention - the Human 
Rights Campaign’s 
Elizabeth Birch, Wis¬ 
consin Con¬ 
gresswoman 
Tammy Bald¬ 
win, San Fran¬ 
cisco school board member Juani¬ 
ta Owens, California Assembly¬ 
woman Sheila Kuehl, and Demo¬ 
cratic National Committee mem¬ 
ber Gloria Nieto. The Democrats 
came out strongly for gay rights, 
abortion, and gun control. Repub¬ 
licans, in contrast, oppose any 
form of gay rights, vehemently op¬ 
pose abortion and any form of gun 
control, and didn’t stray from the 
conservative party platform of the 
Republicans past. 

The race is truly on, and while it 
is far too early to even muse about 
a winner in this one, the Gore-Bush 
contest will likely go down to the 
wire. Gore is viewed as the better 
debater, but not to worry - Repub¬ 
licans will prepare Bush like never 
before. Yep, this presidential race 
should be interesting - and plenty 
nasty before American voters get to 
the ballot box on November 7.

Assemblyman Carole Migden 

is taking a little political heat for 
her comments to the Chronicle's 
Matier & Ross about Green Party 
nominee Ralph Nader. Heck, 
Migden might actually be on to 
something. Last week the assem¬ 
blywoman also called for Nader to 
come out (no pun intended) in 
favor of full equality for lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
Americans. In a letter to Nader, 
Migden cited several of Nader’s 
equivocal statements from his 
1996 and 2000 campaigns and 
called on him to embrace the 
LGBT communities’ quest for 


equality. Migden chided the Green 
guy for his refusal to oppose the 
1996 Defense of Marriage Act 
while he has claimed the progres¬ 
sive mantle. Challenging Nader’s 
reference to LGBT aspirations as

represents the most severe form of 
economic injustice in our everyday 
lives.” Migden also stated: “Your 
treatment of the concerns of the 
LGBT community by evading the 
issue as a minor one looks suspi¬ 
ciously like the tactics of George 
W. Bush and the Republican 
Party.” While you might not always 
agree with the woman, Migden 
tells it like it is and has more com¬ 
mon sense than most politicians 
I’ve met over the past 30 years. 

Also, at the convention, 
Migden came unglued when the 
Boy Scouts of America said the 
pledge of allegiance and presented 
the colors at the convention. Given 
the Scouts’ anti-gay policies, that 
didn’t sit well with Migden. 

I don’t agree with too many of 
Ken Garcia’s columns in the San 
Francisco Chronicle , but he sure hit 
it on the head recendy when he cas¬ 
tigated the local Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese for its original plan to 
fire young rectory workers so that 
the clergy wouldn’t be tempted sex¬ 
ually by diem. Archbishop William 
Levada quickly reversed himself, of 
course, after the public outcry, but 
didn’t the local Catholic hierarchy 
have it all backwards? Perhaps they 
should fire some of the clergy to 
save them millions in lawsuits and 
the bad publicity instead of worry¬ 
ing themselves crazy about what 
temptations the youngsters would 
present to the clergy. 

Meanwhile, in Honolulu, a 
lawsuit (yes, another one) was 
filed against a Catholic priest con¬ 
victed of molesting a young boy 
and the religious order to which 
he belonged; the suit filed against 
Mark Matson and the Theatine 
fathers alleges the order showed 
negligence in hiring, training, su¬ 
pervising, and disciplining the 
priest. Matson, 52, received a 20- 
year sentence for sexually assault¬ 
ing a 13-year old boy in 1998. 

Supervisor Mark Leno won the 
overwhelming endorsement of the 
District 8 Democratic Club over 
five other candidates in the race.

Saying what we mean

M J| Jf hat are words for, when 
no one listens anymore?” 

W W Missing Persons, an 
1980s band, asked this question. 
In today’s media-soaked society, 
it’s still a good one. 

The power of words: Who can 
hear or read the “I Have a Dream” 
speech by Martin Luther King Jr. 
and not be moved? To convey his 
message, King knew how to select 
just the right words with meanings 
he knew people would understand 
and respond to on a deep level. 

Today, the meaning of words as 
the crux of communication is 
being challenged. We’re bombard¬ 
ed from every angle with words 
from people who want our atten¬ 
tion, money, and support. 

Because we are often at half-at¬ 
tention, words can be manipulat¬ 
ed to have false meanings and to 
even lose their true meaning. 
Consider “classic,” a word whose 
meaning is now lost. Everything 
from Spam to a month-old come¬ 
dy movie is called classic, diluting 
the meaning so something truly 
classic can no longer be perceived 
as special. Consider “conserva¬ 
tive,” a word that used to mean a 
political position for small, non- 
intrusive government. Its meaning 
has been pushed so far right by 
political extremists that today the 
word is applied without scrutiny 
to social reactionaries such as Pat 
Buchanan and Gary Bauer. 

Word manipulation in the 
media often works against the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der community. Whoever an¬ 


nexed the word “family” to be a 
tool of radical religious extremists 
knew the power of words. Lin¬ 
guists have found “family” carries 
a heavy emotional wallop. We at¬ 
tend to it both consciously and 
unconsciously. By successfully 
forging the false link that the 
LGBT community is the opposite 
of family, if not its ultimate de¬ 
stroyer, these groups can catch 
people’s attention and support 
by just throwing “family” in or¬ 
ganizational names and media 
material that defame and 
denigrate us. The same 
goes for the “special 
rights” the LGBT com¬ 
munity is supposed to 
be demanding and 
don’t deserve. Any 
non-biased, cursory 
examination of the 
facts shows that we 
only want and deserve equal 
rights. But, because “no one listens 
anymore,” people just hear the 
phrase “special rights” and oppose 
whatever it’s attached to. 

I must say our own community 
is just as guilty. Take “hate.” This 
very powerful word is thrown 
about with abandon at anybody 
who expresses an opposing opinion 
to the LGBT community’s goals. 
Granted, many people absolutely 
deserve to be called hateful and 
seem to exist only to do as much 
harm to lesbians and gay men as 
possible. But, does everyone de¬ 
serve to be labeled as hateful? How 
often is someone called hateful 
when what they really are is con¬ 
fused, naive, or uninformed? The 
Reverend Fred Phelps of Topeka, 
Kansas, is hateful without question 


when he gleefully pickets the funer¬ 
als of gay men; the mother who 
goes to the school board to oppose 
a gay-straight alliance could just be 
ignorant to the reality of what 
LGBT youth face on a daily basis. 
As soon as we label her hateful 
though, she tunes us out. We are 
seen as the haters because we are 
cavalier with a very powerful word. 

I think of words as I envision 
the future of the LGBT com¬ 
munity’s work. Attacks on us 
have become much more 
subtle. While there are 
still plenty of blatantly 
homophobic and nega¬ 
tive portrayals in enter¬ 
tainment and news 
media to deal with, 
defamation often is 
now the “it’s not what 
they say but how they 
say it” variety. Laura 
Schlessinger is a prime example. 
She doesn’t actually say homosex¬ 
uals practice bestiality and pe¬ 
dophilia, but she links the three as 
topics in one sentence, making the 
connection in listeners’ minds 
without actually saying it. 

As a community that must still 
work diligently to be portrayed fair¬ 
ly and accurately, we cannot lose 
sight of the power of words - those 
used against us and the ones we 
choose ourselves. We must be vigi¬ 
lant about correcting language mis¬ 
use when we hear it or see it and 
work to ensure that our outgoing 
messages are heard loudly and per¬ 
haps more importantly, clearly. T

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The perfunctory party

■P o anyone who thinks gay life 

'H in America is a series of 

I problems for which there is 
a corresponding list of legislative 
solutions, A1 Gore and the Demo¬ 
cratic Party might seem a god¬ 
send. Yet in their recent nation 
al convention in Los Ange¬ 
les, Democrats advanced 
little actual policy and 
retreated in symbolism. 

It should make us seriously 
question the depth of their 
commitment. 

Consider the De¬ 
mocratic platform. A 
party’s platform is the 
expression of its most committed 
(or extreme) members. If the De¬ 
mocrats are really pro-gay, their 
platform should be a veritable 
pink manifesto. Let’s see. 

The Democratic national plat¬ 
form is longer than Santa Monica 
Boulevard, enumerating specific 
positions on everything from teen 
smoking to the Kyoto Protocols 
(don’t ask). In the middle of the 
thing, midway through a protract¬ 
ed paragraph, and directly be¬ 
tween a proposal to “count every 
American” in the 2000 census and 
a rejection of “predatory lending 
practices,” we encounter these 
three sentences: “We support con¬ 
tinued efforts, like the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act, to 
end workplace discrimination 
against gay men and lesbians. We 
support the full inclusion of gay 
and lesbian families in the life of 
the nation. This would include an 
equitable alignment of benefits.” 

That’s it. (Elsewhere, there is an 
endorsement of useless and prob¬ 
ably unconstitutional federal hate 
crimes legislation.) This is the cut¬ 
ting edge of Democratic thought 
on gay issues. 

Is it just me, or does this affir¬ 
mation of equality seem sickly? 
Note that it endorses “equitable” - 
not equal - benefits for gay cou¬ 
ples. What does this mean? It can’t 
mean gay marriage, since the Gore 
Democrats oppose that and have 
written their opposition into fed¬ 
eral law. If “equitable benefits” 
means something substantive 
there are good English phrases like 
“domestic partnerships” or “civil 
unions” to say so. 

In 30,000 words, there’s no 
mention of ending the ban on 
gays in the military. The platform 
does assert “all palriotic Ameri¬ 
cans [should] be allowed to serve 
their country.” You can read that 
to include patriotic gays, patriotic 
little children, patriotic felons in 
San Quentin, or any patriots you 
like. It’s like the GOP standing for 
“tolerance” but not saying who 
should be tolerated. 

Maybe asking for these details 
is too picky, but you have to be 
careful with a party that brought 
us a president who parses the 
meaning of “is” and a presidential 
nominee who denies that 
fundraisers are fundraisers. You 
have to ask more from the admin¬ 
istration that signed “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” into law. 

Forget the platform, some 
would say. What really matters is 
what the party’s presidential nom¬ 
inee says. 

They tell us Al Gore wrote his 
own acceptance speech, that it re¬ 
flected his priorities, and that it 
came from his heart. Let’s see 
what’s in that heart. 

Like the Democratic platform, 
the speech was a long policy 
menu. Gore backed an increase in 
the minimum wage, affirmative 
action, abortion rights, access for 



the disabled, HMO reform, and so 
on. 

Even more significant was its 
tone, which might have fit nicely 
at a revival meeting. Gore men¬ 
tioned “family values” four times. 
He offered to protect society from 
those who “prey on our children” 
on the Internet. He spotlighted 
several happy traditional 
families whose problems 
he would solve. He cited 
the significance of reli¬ 
gious faith. 

There is nothing neces¬ 
sarily wrong with any of that. 
Family values are 
important; child 
molesters should be 
prosecuted; hetero¬ 
sexuals should be happy; and reli¬ 
gious faith is healthy. But when 
Republicans talk like that we say 
they are “speaking in code” to 
arouse anti-gay feelings without 
directly saying so. 

Gore never mentioned “gays” 
in his speech-from-the-heart. 
That’s one less plug than he gave 
Diet Coke. In this, Gore was not 
alone. No national politician used 


the words “gay” or “lesbian” from 
the podium, according to 
Michelangelo Signorile, who 
called it a “closet convention.” The 
Democrats badly want our sup¬ 
port - and especially our money - 
but they’d prefer people don’t 
hear about it. 


mitment to ending “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell.” It’s apparently on his 
list, but not in his heart. 

The speech and the convention 
were a preview of the perfunctory 
presidency. For Gore Democrats, 
basic justice for gay Americans is 
buried somewhere on a lengthy

Gore was even more tight- 
lipped than his party’s platform 
about actual gay issues. Although 
he mentioned support for ENDA, 
he never explained what it is or 
why it is important. He never 
mentioned his new-found corn- 


list of concerns between statistical 
sampling in the decennial census 
and usurious loans. 

Achieving equality in this 
country will take more than 
politicians who know how to 
check off the right boxes on a 


form. It will take more than op¬ 
portunists who know how to 
make us feel important at black- 
tie dinners. It will take more than 
demagogues who scare us into 
giving them millions of dollars. 

It will take leaders willing to 
lobby, to cajole, and to spend their 
political capital. It will take states¬ 
men able to articulate why dis¬ 
crimination is wrong and why 
equality is just. As Gore nicely put 
it, without a hint of shame, it will 
take a president resolved “to 
spend his popularity in order to 
pick the hard right over the easy 
wrong.” It will take someone who 
“gets it.” 

After eight years of picking the 
easy wrong, and a convention of 
studiously avoiding the hard right, 
Gore and the Democrats clearly 
don’t get it. ▼

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Police arrest suspect in gay attacks

T wo men suspected of attacks 
on gay men in several states 
were arrested in the Castro 
last Saturday, August 19, police 
said. 

Police circulated a flier last Fri¬ 
day to all the bars in the Castro 
concerning two men wanted in 
connection with a murder in 
Santa Monica, California. Both 
men, originally from Massachu¬ 
setts, were also wanted in their 
home state for their connections 
with several armed robberies. 

The men were listed as sus¬ 
pects in the August 7 Santa Mon¬ 
ica murder after allegedly picking 
up a gay man from a bar, taking 
him to his house, and fatally stab¬ 
bing him several times. The sus¬ 
pects allegedly took $2,000 from 
the victim and stole his car, 
dumping it in Kern County. 

On August 10, police said, the 
suspects traveled to San Francisco 
via a Greyhound bus and alleged¬ 


ly used the murdered man’s call¬ 
ing card at pay phones on the 400 
block of Market, 725 Columbus 
Avenue, and 17th and Church 
streets. The suspects then alleged¬ 
ly committed another robbery, 
picking up a gay man in North 
Beach and taking his wallet. The 
flier circulated by police showed 
photos of the men, both Cau¬ 
casian, with shaved heads and sev¬ 
eral of the same tattoos, one of 
which read, “Irish Blood.” The 
flier also said both men spoke 
with a heavy East Coast accent. 

Last Saturday at about 8:30 
p.m., two men fitting the descrip¬ 
tion on the flier tried to enter the 
Cafe at 2369 Market Street. An 
alert doorman asked the pair for 
identification and the men argued 
in heavy Boston accents that they 
didn’t have any. According to the 
doorman, Frank Cueno, “I knew 
right away hey were the suspects 
when I heard their accents. The 
one looked just liked his picture.” 

The men left the Cafe and 
Cueno immediately called 911. 
Other Cafe staff followed the sus¬ 


pects eastbound on market but 
lost them in the area. 

Responding police set up 
manned parameters at all streets 
surrounding the neighborhood 
and an officer spotted the men in 
front of the John Frank Restau¬ 
rant, 2100 Market. Both men 
were surrounded by po¬ 
lice at gun point and 
taken into custody 
without incident. 

Found in their pos¬ 
session were two 
knives and a set of 
thumb cuffs, police 
said. 

Booked for sev¬ 
eral warrants for 
robbery in Massa¬ 
chusetts and California, and for 
the murder in Santa Monica, were 
John Lydon, 25, and Paul Devlin, 
23. 

Castro robberies continue 

Several additional armed rob¬ 
beries involving suspects of the 
same description have occurred in 
the Castro since the Bay Area Re¬ 


porter first reported on the inci¬ 
dents last week. 

On August 14 at 11:15 p.m. at 
18th and Ord streets, a man walk¬ 
ing to his car noticed two other 
men following him. Nervous, the 
man started to walk in the middle 
of the street. The two men ran 
up behind him and one of 
the suspects pulled a sil¬ 
ver semi-automatic 
handgun from his 
waistband and de¬ 
manded, “Give me 
your wallet.” Not hav¬ 
ing a wallet, the 
man asked, “Do 
you take cash?” and 
handed over $205 
he had in his pock¬ 
et. The suspects ran eastbound on 
18th and then northbound on 
Douglass toward market. 

Ten minutes later, a woman at 
Market and Douglass who was 
taking out her keys from her purse 
to enter her building was grabbed 
from behind by two men. Both 
men pulled her purse off her 
shoulder. The woman started to 


scream and the suspects ran 
northbound on Douglass. 

The next day, August 15, at 
3:40 p.m., a woman walking on 
Alvarado from Douglass noticed a 
small burgundy car drive past her 
very slowly and then turn the cor¬ 
ner. Suddenly, two men came 
from around the corner and 
pointed a silver semi-automatic 
handgun at her chest, saying, 
“Give me your purse.” The woman 
complied. The men also took her 
gold ring. Both suspects fled on 
foot westbound on Alvarado. 

Suspects in all of the instances 
over the past couple of weeks were 
described as African American 
males, 20-30 years old. One sus¬ 
pect is consistently described as 6 
feet tall, with a shaved head or 
nylon cap, wearing a dark nylon 
jacket. The second suspect has 
been described as a couple of 
inches shorter, with an average 
build, also wearing dark clothing. 
A car is sometimes involved in the 
robberies; one victim described 
the driver as a woman. 

Castro dwellers and visitors are 
advised once again not to walk 
alone in secluded areas, not to 
wear jewelry, and to keep cash 
separate from identification and 
keys. Carry $10-$ 15 in singles of 
“giveaway” money in a separate 
place from the rest of your cash. 
Do not resist a robber but do try 
to get a detailed physical descrip¬ 
tion, license plates, and any other 
helpful identifying information 
belonging to your attackers. Call 
911 immediately after the incident 
if you are robbed. ▼

about this whether you’re from the 
AIDS orthodoxy or not. The reli¬ 
gious right just needs to latch onto 
a couple of Petrelis’s quotes to say 
the gay community supports this 
when that’s not the case.” 

Survive AIDS - formerly ACT 
UP/Golden Gate - has yet to take a 
position on the matter, according 
to Jeff Getty. 

“We haven’t really looked at it. 
There are a lot of things we like in 
the bill, such as the accountability 
aspect. Of course there are a lot of 
ugly things in there as well,” said 
Getty. 

Survive AIDS, like many 
HIV/AIDS organizations, advo¬ 
cates for treatment access. There is 
a valid school of thought that if 
HIV testing came with guaranteed 
health care, the discussion would 
take a different shape. But rarely 
does HIV legislation tie in treat¬ 
ment access, and the CARE Act is 
no exception. 

“It’s testing for testing’s sake. 
There’s nothing in here that says if 
the mother or infant is positive 
then health care or even preven¬ 
tion education will be provided,” 
said Hansen. “For many of the 
folks behind the bill, the atmos¬ 
phere is one of criminalization 
that says we have to know who the 
positives are because they cannot 
be trusted.” 

For Hansen the question is how 
far the HIV community will be 
willing to go to oppose mandatory 
testing. 

“The CARE Act is critical. Are 
we going to send pregnant women 
and newborns down the river for 
the sake of our funding, or are we 
going to reject the CARE Act and 
say this is not acceptable?” said 
Hansen. 

“Five years ago,” she added, 
“there was only a handful of us 
willing to do that.” T 
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INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is indicated for the treatment of: 

1. anorexia associated with weight loss in patients with AIDS; and 

2. nausea and vomiting associated with cancer chemotherapy in patients who have failed to respond 

adequately to conventional antiemetic treatments. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is contraindicated in any patient who has a history of hypersensitivity to any can- 
nabinoid or sesame oil. 

WARNINGS 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, 
or engage in any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to 
perform such tasks safely. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients 
with the following medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the 
effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypoten¬ 
sion, possible hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse 
or dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is 
common and marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used - with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, 
or schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics 
or other psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because 
it has not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with 
AIDS because they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these 
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Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to 
the potential for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol 
or other CNS depressants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, 
or engage in any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to 
perform such tasks safely. 

Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral 
effects of the drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under 
the supervision of a responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has 
been co-administered with a variety of medications (e.g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, 
or opioid analgesics) without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no 
drug/drug interactions were discovered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact 
with other medications through both metabolic and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is 
highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might displace other protein-bound drugs. 
Although this displacement has not been'confirmed in vivo , practitioners should monitor patients for a 
change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving other highly protein- 
bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are summarized in the 
following table.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed 
with dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study 
(77 days) in rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m*, equivalent to 0.3 to 
1.5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m7day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 
times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal 
weights and caused a decrease in seminal fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of devel¬ 
oping germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the testis were also observed. However, sperm count, 
mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The significance of these animal findings in 
humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in 
mice at 15 to 450 mg/m*, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) 
of 90 mg/m7day in cancer patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m ! /day in AIDS patients, and in 
rats at 74 to 295 mg/m* (equivalent to 0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m* in cancer patients or 5 to 20 
times MRHD of 15 mg/m 2 /day in AIDS patients). These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity 
due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and 
number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early resorptions. Such effects were dose 
dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal toxicity. There are no adequate 


and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if the potential benefit 
justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the 
secretion of HIV virus in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk 
and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled 
clinical trials conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). 
Studies of AIDS-related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice 
daily and 67 receiving placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first 
occurrence of events during the first 28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemo¬ 
therapy included 317 patients receiving dronabinol and 68 receiving placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related “high” (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been 
reported by patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant 
clinical trials (8%) (see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled 
clinical trials involved the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of 
patients reported a minor CNS adverse event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an 
event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter. 

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence greater than 1%. 

Rates derived from clinical trials in AiDS-related anorexia (N=157) and chemotherapy-related nausea 
(N=317). Rates were generally higher in the anti-emetic use (given in parentheses).

CAUSAL RELATIONSHIP UNKNOWN: Incidence less than 1%. 

The clinical significance of the association of these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they 
are reported as alerting information for the clinician. 

Body as a whole Chills, headache, malaise 
Digestive Anorexia, hepatic enzyme elevation. 

Respiratory. Cough, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages. Sweating. 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and 
controlled [Schedule III (CHI)] under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological 
dependence have been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon 
and has only been seen after prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, 
. and perception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex 
process of addiction rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, 
social or neurological status have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic 
purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, 
diversion or systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion 
of a substantial number of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers 
receiving dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, 
these volunteers manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approxi¬ 
mately 24 hours post-dronabinol discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot 
flashes", sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hiccoughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic 
changes consistent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after 
abrupt dechallenge. Patients also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing 
therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, 
heightened sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; 
following MODERATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary 
retention, and reduced bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor 
coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience 
panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70kg). Significant 
CNS symptoms in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. 
In unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg 
in infants) via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated 
charcoal. Patients experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a 
quiet area and offered reassurance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment 
of extreme agitation. Hypotension usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors 
are rarely required.

1 n a landmark legal opinion, 
| Pretoria’s High Court Judge 
i Eberhard Bertelsmann has 
ruled that a 17-year-old school¬ 
girl, who complained that her het¬ 
erosexual father was treating her 
like a prisoner, is to be placed in 
the care of her lesbian mother. 

The decision was viewed by 
gay rights advocates as a victory 
for homosexuals in South Africa, a 
country where not long ago, dur¬ 
ing the apartheid era, certain mil¬ 
itary doctors tried to “cure” gay 
and lesbian conscripts through 
aversion therapy treatments con¬ 
sisting of electric shock and hor¬ 
mone drugs. Some even experi¬ 
mented with chemical castration 
and sex change operations; many 


pointedly ignored her birthdays 
until she finally complained to her 
mother who immediately asked 
the court for custody. 

The lesbian mother claimed 
that her former husband’s treat¬ 
ment of their daughter would 
damage the 17-year-old girl psy¬ 
chologically and would harm her 
academic records and further 
progress in school. She also main¬ 
tained that her children were old 
enough to make their own deci¬ 
sions and accept her 11-year rela¬ 
tionship with another woman. 

The mother’s accusations were 
backed by a psychological expert’s 
report that stated that the girl had 
already been severely traumatized 
by her father’s harsh treatment. 

Bertelsmann made his historic 
ruling after talking to the victim¬ 
ized girl privately and went even

of these procedures were report¬ 
edly not completed and resulted 
in patient mutilation and even 
deaths, according to a recent re¬ 
port. 

It was seven years ago that Ber¬ 
telsmann’s colleague, Justice 
Monis Flemming, ruled that the 
lesbian mother in question and 
her partner could not share a 
room during the weekends when 
the mother’s children - a teenage 
boy and girl - came to visit. 

The children were placed in the 
custody of their heterosexual fa¬ 
ther who was very strict and in¬ 
sisted that his daughter call him 
“sir”. 

However, the worst was yet to 
come - when he learned from his 
daughter’s dairy that she was hav¬ 
ing sex with her boyfriend. 

The father immediately en¬ 
forced some drastic punishments: 
the daughter was forbidden to use 
the phone at home, to receive any 
calls or visits, to watch television, 
and even to listen to the radio. The 
father would not allow her to at¬ 
tend extra lessons at school and 
repeatedly threatened to ask the 
school headmaster to strip his 
daughter of her academic colors. 

In order to further punish and 
humiliate his daughter, the father 


further by setting aside a seven- 
year-old ruling which forbade her 
mother and partner from sharing 
a room during the children’s’ vis¬ 
its. 

Although Bertelsmann has yet 
to announce his written judg¬ 
ment, he provisionally ruled that 
the girl would be living with her 
lesbian mother. 

He stressed that the South 
African Constitution does not 
allow any discrimination against 
homosexuals and said that gays 
and lesbians may not be stigma¬ 
tized. 

According to Article 9 of the 
constitution, “The state may not 
unfairly discriminate directly or 
indirectly against anyone on one 
or more grounds, including race, 
gender, sex, pregnancy, marital 
status, ethnic or social origin, 
color, sexual orientation, age, dis¬ 
ability, religion, conscience, belief, 
culture, language and birth.” 

Lesbian couple marry 

Bertelsmann’s landmark ruling 
is yet another victory for human 
rights, but it does not mean that 
the battle for equal rights for ho¬ 
mosexuals in South Africa is over.

Although the South African 
constitutional court ruled recent¬ 
ly that same-gender couples are 
capable of equal family life in the 
same way that their heterosexual 
counterparts are, the Department 
of Home Affairs in Pretoria still 
refuses to legalize this marriage 
because it does not recognize a 
same-gender union.

Core and Bush are practically in a 
dead heat at 47 and 46 percent re¬ 
spectively, according to the poll, 
which has an error margin of 4 
percentage points. 

Nader’s support is primarily 
among environmentalists and 
those on the liberal end of the po¬ 
litical spectrum, folks who other¬ 
wise likely would vote for Gore. 

At least five states - Minneso¬ 
ta, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
and Wisconsin - are considered 
competitive between Gore and 
Bush because of the support that 
Nader is drawing. 

Gay and lesbian Democratic 
political leaders are among the 
most concerned. The Stonewall 
Democrats went so far as to pass a 
resolution charging that “any 
votes for Ralph Nader will only 
serve to help elect Governor 
George Bush.” The group’s politi¬ 
cal director, Daniel McGlinchey, 
said that once gays and lesbians 
understand that, they would vote 
for Gore. 

Carole Migden, the powerful 
assemblywoman who represents 
San Francisco in the California 
Legislature, raised the possibility 
that Nader is a closet case. In the 
best spirit of Joseph McCarthy, 
she told the California Triangle, 
“All I’m saying is that he has 
strong ties to the community - 
and has for years - and hasn’t 
been forthright about it.” 

“That’s like asking, ‘When did 
you stop beating your wife?,”’ 
Nader told San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle columnists Phil Matier and 
Andrew Ross. “But the answer to 
her inference [that I’m gay] is no.” 

Migden apparently based her 
assumption on little more than 
the facts that Nader is an older 
male who never has had a publicly 
identified romantic relationship, 
and his office is in the Dupont 
Circle area of Washington, D.C.

that money can’t buy.” 

The television ad uses images 
of presidential candidates Al Gore 
and George W. Bush in a story 
framework reminiscent of the on¬ 
going advertising campaign by 
MasterCard. 

But rather than selling credit 
cards, it has a very different pur¬ 
pose, which is made clear in the 
final phrase: “Without Ralph 
Nader in fhe presidential debates, 
the truth will come in last.” 

The ad began running in a lim¬ 
ited number of markets in early 
August with the purpose of gain¬ 
ing Nader’s participation in those 
debates along with Bush and 
Gore. Nader became the nominee 
of the Green Party at its conven¬ 
tion in Denver on June 25. The 
major parties are balking at the in¬ 
clusion of Nader and Reform 
Party nominee Pat Buchanan in 
the debates later this fall and the 
pair has filed suit in federal court 
to force participation. 

MasterCard did not. see imita¬ 
tion as the sincerest form of flat¬ 
tery but as an infringement of 
copyrights and trademarks that

for HI V (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: indinavir (in-DIH-nuh-veer) sulfate 


Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you 
start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when 
using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV 
drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How shou ld I t ake C RIX IVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless your 
doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very 
start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays”. 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about 
when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or two 
hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a jjght meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example—a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if 
you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including 
death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 



Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines, 
herbal products including St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), or dietary supplements. 


Can CRIXIVAN be take n with other medications?* * 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

ORAP® (pimozide) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with the following: Rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®,or RIMACTANE®. 

Taking CRIXIVAN with St. John’s wort (Hypericumperforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, 
or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. Taking St. John’s wort has been shown to decrease 
CRIXIVAN levels and may lead to decreased effectiveness of CRIXIVAN and other HIV-related drugs. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) 

ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust both the dose 
of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRIPTOR ®(delavindine)—If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRIPTOFT; your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN.

What are the possible side e ffect s of CRIXI VAN? 

Like all prescription drugs, CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this 
leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side 
effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your doctor if you develop 
severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss 
of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions 
are not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 


Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a 
person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, flank pain, 
feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, 
trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 
Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: allergic 
reactions; severe skin reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes; heart Wrn^ 

problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; indigestion; inflammation 
of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depression; itching; 
hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails with or without infection; 
crystals in the urine; painful urination; and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. 

If the condition persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room 
temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant “pillow” 
in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed.

Gay senior housing project moves forward

W ell, it’s about time. For all 
the years we’ve had to age 
gracefully next to elderly 
heterosexuals in retirement homes, 
organizations across the country are 
finally taking steps to create senior 
living quarters of our very own. 

One such place is Rainbow 
Adult Community Housing, 
planned for San Francisco. RACH 
is few steps closer to getting off the 
ground, thanks in part to the pro¬ 
ject recently receiving three grants 
to further develop its work. Now 
two years in the making, RACH 
was awarded $4,000 from the Gill 
Foundation, $25,000 from Bay 
Area Physicians for Human 
Rights, and $15,000 from the 
Horizons Foundation/Gateway 
Initiative. 


These grants, in conjunction 
with other grants received, will be 
used to help create a business plan, 
secure a site for the housing com¬ 
plex, and develop long-term strate¬ 
gic planning, according to RACH 
co-chair Dr. Marcy Adelman. 

“We’re very excited, and things 
are definitely getting under way,” 
Adelman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Expected to be up in running 
within five to seven years, RACH 
will be a “supportive housing” 
community, which means inde¬ 
pendent living with some perks 
like dining and transportation 
services. There will be 70-100 
units consisting of studio, one 
bedroom, and two bedroom 
apartments. 

Presently, the RACH team is 
concentrating on the basics for 
this project, but would also like 


people to fill out its survey regard¬ 
ing senior housing preferences. 

“It takes five minutes to fill out 
and it’s very helpful to us,” said 
Adelman, who said RACH has 
collected about 500 surveys and 
hopes to collect 500 more. “Any¬ 
one can fill them out, really. We’re 
looking at what we need to know 
now and what we’ll need to know 
for the future of senior housing.” 

Surveys will be available at the 
upcoming Castro Street Fair as 
well as at other public events. 

Adelman would also like the 
community to know that RACH 
holds monthly meetings, and any¬ 
one interested in attending should 
call (415) 281-0800 for informa¬ 
tion. 

“We’re always looking for 
input,” she said, “and more people 
with whom we can share our 
ideas.” ▼

has driven HIV prevention efforts 
from the beginning of the epi¬ 
demic: the old, well-worn “use a 
condom every time.” 

Citing “basic learning theory,” 
Steven Tierney, director of HIV 
prevention at DPH, explained ear¬ 
lier this month to the city’s HIV 
Prevention Planning Council, “If 
people hear ‘use a condom every 
time,’ and then they don’t do that 
... they will begin to tune that out.”

“It’s a whole combination of 
stuff: whether it feels better, or 
there’s a greater sense of connect¬ 
edness, whether it’s your 
boyfriend or trick number eight at 
the bathhouse,” said Michael 
Scarce, explaining why more gay 
men are turning back to bare¬ 
backing in the 20th year of the 
HIV epidemic in San Francisco. 

Scarce, a doctoral student in 
medical sociology at the UCSF, 
and author of the recent Smearing 
the Queer: Medical Bias in the 
Health Care of Gay Men, wrote a 
widely disseminated and highly 
controversial article about bare¬ 
backing published in POZ maga¬ 
zine in February 1999. Accompa¬ 
nying the article was a sidebar 
called “Safer Barebacking Consid¬ 
erations,” a list of eight ways gay 
men who had decided to bareback 
could reduce their risk of infec¬ 
tion with HIV or other STDs 


[www.thebody.com/poz/fea- 
tures/2_99/bareback.html]. 

“Folks went ballistic when they 
saw that because it represents all 
the questions that they get on a 
daily basis, and that we continue 
to dance around,” Scarce told the 
Bay Area Reporter, explaining that 
prevention organizations around 
the country had not come to 
terms with the idea of bareback¬ 
ing in the gay community - much 
less using “harm reduction” tech¬ 
niques to help people to do it 
more safely. 

“In the past, most folks in pub¬ 
lic health have thought of harm 
reduction as a method of reduc¬ 
ing risk,” Scarce said. “Harm re¬ 
duction is thought of more broad¬ 
ly in Europe, which has been so 
much more progressive, not just 
with needle exchange, but in 
doing away with harmful laws that 
stigmatize [needle users].” 

Less enticing? 

Could removing the taboo 
stigma from barebacking also 
make it less enticing? 

In the context of HIV preven¬ 
tion, Scarce noted, harm reduc¬ 
tion embodies “a willingness to 
trade a potential increase in un¬ 
safe behavior for a potential de¬ 
crease in harm associated with it,” 
a definition still resisted by pub¬ 
licly funded prevention groups. 

“They’re still responsible for 
serving the entire community,” 
Scarce stated, however, “and that 
includes barebackers.” 

From the beginning of the HIV 
epidemic, gay and bisexual men, 
who comprise the vast majority of 
HIV cases in San Francisco, have 
often been forced to make life- 
and-death decisions based on in¬ 
tuition and limited data from 
medical research. 

Some of the techniques and 
suggestions listed below, which 
offer some ideas on harm reduc¬ 
tion for barebackers, are culled 
from numerous interviews with 
men who bareback, as well as with 
researchers and front-line preven¬ 
tion workers. 

As Scarce put it in a preface to 
his POZ piece last year, “This is 
not a set of HIV prevention guide¬ 
lines. Intended only for gay men 
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who have already decided not to 
use condoms for anal sex, some 
advocates believe these strategies 
may help reduce the harm associ¬ 
ated with barebacking. Here, 
harm should be interpreted more 
broadly than HIV infection; these 
tips may also help reduce the risk 
of other STDs. Arid bear in mind 
that much of this info is anecdotal 
and debated by researchers.” 

• Know what you will do. 
Everything in life is a trade-off, 
right? Everyone is balancing po¬ 
tential risk with known pleasure, 
whether you are into hang-glid¬ 
ing, cigarette smoking, walking in 
San Francisco, or barebacking. 
Learn what you can about the 
risks associated with different sex¬ 
ual practices, and decide how im¬ 
portant each act is to your sexual 
fulfillment. Decide in advance 
what sexual acts you will partici¬ 
pate in. Write them down. 

• Know what you will not do. 
Even the biggest barebacking fans 
in your neighborhood who say sex 
is not sex without anal-penile in¬ 
tercourse (i.e. fucking) and that 
they will never use a condom will 
actually, when pressed, admit that 
there have been times when they 
have drawn the line. “If you’re 
negative, stay negative,” offered 
HIV-positive barebacker Niq 
Shelbi, a local titleholder in the 
leather community.

• Decide what precautions you 
will take. If barebacking made it 
onto your “must do” list of sexual 
pleasures, then think about ways 
you can reduce your risk of infec¬ 
tion or re-infection with HIV, as 
well as other sexually transmitted 
diseases. Decide what precautions 
you will take all the time, and 
which you will take under certain 
circumstances. Write them down 
on a list. Add them to your AOL 
profile. 

• Be consistent. Generally 
speaking, sex partners will be re¬ 
spectful of decisions you have 
made, although men are notori¬ 
ously incapable of controlling 
their urge to persuade their part¬ 
ner (and themselves) into going 
further than they would choose in 
a less heated moment. But what¬ 
ever you do, make it a conscious 
decision. “Consistency is a very 
good thing,” said Keith Folger, di¬ 
rector of the Positive Force pro¬ 
gram with the Stop AIDS Project. 
“If I develop a point of view, until 
the evidence changes, I should 
stick to it.” 

• Negotiate safety. Being firm is 
cool, but if the point is negotiable, 
being flexible is also considered an 
asset. “The moment” is not neces¬ 
sarily the best time to review your 
list of sexual favorites for possible 
cuts and revisions based on even 
the most intoxicating of seductive 
cues, but if he’s got something on 
his list that is a “maybe” on yours, 
then find a cooler moment to have 
a little offline chat. Ask him the key 
questions that will help you decide 
whether he qualifies to pass “Go.” 

• Know your HIV serostatus. If 
you don’t have a pretty good idea 
of what your own HIV status is - 
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positive or negative - then you’re 
on your own. And so are all your 
partners, as you aren’t leaving 
them much room to fairly negoti¬ 
ate anything. But if you’ve already 
decided to bareback - either once 
in a while or every time, especially 
if you are versatile or a top - when 
your bottoms ask for your status, 
it’s nice to be able to answer with 
your best manly, confident voice. 

• Take the test regularly. “While 
most gay men in San Francisco 
have been tested, the test may have 
been taken two or three years ago,” 
noted DPH’s Tierney. Generally 
speaking, even if you got your neg¬ 
ative test results yesterday, the re¬ 
sults don’t mean a heck of a lot if 
you’ve been passing your week¬ 
ends lately getting ploughed bare- 
back by a dozen guys of unknown 
status. If you may have been in¬ 
fected with HIV during the “win¬ 
dow” period of the last six months, 
you may not yet test positive for 
the antibodies, even though you 
are infectious. In fact, you may be 
highly infectious during the 
“peak” post-infection period of 
viral replication - more so than 
someone who has been infected 
for years. Some guys take the test 
every six months to a year. If you’re 
big on barebacking, consider tak¬ 
ing the test even more frequently, 
perhaps every three to six months. 

• Beware the false security fac¬ 
tor. Some research has suggested 
that people who take the HIV an¬ 
tibody test frequently may be 
more likely to engage in bareback¬ 
ing, and therefore more likely to 
be infected. Some guys who have 
tested negative repeatedly say they 
figure they must be “immune” to 
HIV, though most likely they are 
somehow mitigating their risk, or 
simply beating the odds. It’s just a 
blood test, not a vaccine. And for 
HIV-negative guys: don’t bother 
with the expensive “viral load” 
tests to give you extra assurance 
that you’re not infected with HIV. 
Lots of positive guys test below 
detectable levels on viral load 
tests, but they’re still positive on 
the antibody test, and still harbor 
HIV in their organs and tissue. 

• Ask for his status. This is not 
Bill Clinton’s military, it’s San 
Francisco in the year 2000. Cur¬ 


rent estimates are that about one 
in five men in the city are gay or 
bisexual (happy news), and an in¬ 
creasing number of them, perhaps 
30 percent, are HIV-positive (par¬ 
tially happy news: HIV-positive 
guys are not dying at the rates they 
used to). While it’s true that, if 
you’re into group scenes, it may 
not be cool to stand on a chair and 
take a poll, it is still almost always 
socially acceptable - especially if 
they’re thinking of topping you 
bareback - to ask mano-a-mano, 
“So, I’m negative, how about 
you?” Most positive guys would 
much rather that you ask before¬ 
hand, rather than watch you 
throw a self-righteous little fit af¬ 
terwards. And if there’s some 
quasi-militaristic “don’t ask” 
house rule announced, then 
you’ve no choice but to assume: 
they’re all positive, and are just 
not in a chatty mood. Steven Gib¬ 
son, program director at the Stop 
AIDS Project, described the clas¬ 
sic false “assumption” scenario: 
Two guys are on the verge of anal 
intercourse, with the top being 
HIV-positive and the bottom 
being HIV-negative. Neither asks 
for the other’s status, nor volun¬ 
teers his own status. “The negative 
guy thinks the top must be nega¬ 
tive, too, or he’d put on a con¬ 
dom,” said Gibson. “And because 
the bottom doesn’t get out a con¬ 
dom, the positive top figures the 
bottom must be positive.” 

*• Ask how recently he took the 
test. Your chances may be signifi¬ 
cantly improved if your prospec¬ 
tive partner states that he has re¬ 
cently tested negative for the virus 
that can cause AIDS. 

Face it: some guys lie. This 
may come as a shock to uninitiat¬ 
ed readers, but gay men lie, too. 
And what’s more, there have been 
several well documented cases of 
positive guys flat-out lying about 
their status. It happens - and per¬ 
haps with greater frequency than 
scientists will ever be able to mea¬ 
sure (they lie to the surveyors, 
too). But why do they lie, other 
than to satisfy their carnal desires? 
For one thing, it’s fairly well un¬ 
derstood that the recent, renewed 
interest in “natural,” skin-on-skin 
barebacking among HIV-negative 
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guys is largely attributable to a 
sense that HIV infection is no 
longer a fatal illness. (“People who 
become infected now,” DPH 
Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
stated at a recent press conference, 
“can now expect to live a normal 
life span.”) Therefore, HIV-posi¬ 
tive tops may not think it’s as big a 
deal to bareback with HlV-nega- 
tive guys as it used to be. Others 
may rationalize, if their viral load 
is very low, that somehow this 
gives them the right to decide the 
unknowing bottom’s acceptable 
level of risk on their behalf. But, 
whatever the complex reasoning 
behind it, as Survive AIDS recent¬ 
ly noted, “Living with HIV and 
AIDS is not glamorous, it’s more 
about toxicities and diarrhea.” 

Again, this is not Clinton’s mil¬ 
itary. If you are asked, then either 
tell, or take a pass on barebacking 
with your inquiring partner. The 
“harm reduction” model is predi¬ 
cated on honesty, and falls apart if 
guys are going to be lying about 
their HIV status as casually as 
many guys tell “fish stories” in 
their AOL profiles. (Note: people 
who knowingly put their partners 
at substantial risk of infection may 
be subject to criminal as well as 
civil penalties). 

• Your partner is not responsi¬ 
ble for you. The vast majority of 
HIV-positive men don’t lie, if 
asked for their status by someone 
who has a reasonable right to 
know. However, a word to the 
wise: like it or not, many HIV¬ 
positive guys hold that their re¬ 
sponsibility is limited to their own 
health. Period. “The only respon¬ 
sibility I have is to myself. And I’ll 
do what I’m morally comfortable 
with. I’m not responsible for your 
health. You’re responsible for your

health. I’m responsible for my 
health,” said “Mr. X” in the May 
2000 Positive Living newsletter 
from AIDS Project Los Angeles 
[www.thebody.com/apla/may00/b 
arebacker.html]. “If we did an 
across-the-board rule that nobody 
with HIV is going to use a con¬ 
dom, then we’d all be operating 
on the same assumption, and 
you’d see rates drop because peo¬ 
ple would learn that they could 
protect themselves, that it’s not 
the responsibility of the person 
who is positive to protect the per¬ 
son who is negative. It’s the re¬ 
sponsibility of the person that’s 
negative to protect himself.” 

• Get tested for STDs frequent¬ 
ly. If you’re going to bareback, it is- 
critical that you check yourself fre¬ 
quently for other sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. There are more 
diseases out there besides HIV. 
While it is true that some sexually 
transmitted diseases can be treat¬ 
ed with a quick course of antibi¬ 
otics, sometimes people can be in¬ 
fected with syphilis, gonorrhea, 
chlamydia, and others, without 
displaying symptoms for years, 
and can unknowingly pass these 
on to others. Moreover, infection 
with another STD can leave your 
body vulnerable to infection with 
HIV. In San Francisco, free STD 
screenings are available at City 
Clinic. Call (415) 487-5500. 

• Ask if he is STD-free. Ask 
your partner whether he has test¬ 
ed for STDs recently, and visually 
inspect your partner for signs of 
sexually transmitted diseases, in¬ 
cluding discharge from the penis, 
or sores, warts, bumps, or blisters 
on or near the genitals, rectum, or 
mouth. 

• Get regular Pap smears. Some 
doctors recommend this simple 
test for exposure to human papil¬ 
loma virus (HPV) every six 
months for HIV-positive men. 
HPV infection, which causes anal 
or genital warts, is very common, 
and has been associated with ris¬ 
ing rates of anal cancer in gay men. 
Early detection is critical to effec¬ 
tive treatment. “If you’re going to 
be fucking bare, you’re going to 
have a few kinds of HPV,” noted 
Scarce, “so you’re going to be at in¬ 
creased risk of anal cancer.” 

• Get vaccinated. Barebacking 
can expose you to hepatitis. Vac¬ 
cines against hepatitis A and B are 
available in San Francisco at City 
Clinic. 

• Have fun, but not too much 
fun. This one’s a no-brainer, but 
nevertheless easy to overlook, es¬ 
pecially when you’re popular: lim¬ 
iting the number of partners will 
reduce the odds of infection or re¬ 
infection with HIV or other STDs. 
Scarce also noted that “rationing” 
the frequency of partners “allows 
time for healing of tears or trau¬ 
ma in the rectum, urethra and 
outer skin of the penis” - poten¬ 
tial points of entry for HIV into 
the bloodstream. Last year, a 
UCSF/DPH study [American 
Journal of Epidemiology, August 
1999] of over 2,000 gay men in the 
early 1990s found that the average 
risk of being infected from any 
one episode of unprotected recep¬ 
tive anal sex with a known HIV¬ 
positive partner was roughly one 
in 120, compared to one in 370 if 
the barebacking top was of un¬ 
known status. Average risk of in¬ 
fection from one episode of re¬ 
ceptive anal sex with a condom 
with known HIV-positive partner: 
one in 1,000, according to the re¬ 
port. 

• If you’re HIV-negative (and 
versatile), think “top.” Ask around, 
and you will see that the mytholo¬ 
gy in gay San Francisco - as in 
most other major cities - is that 


there are more bottoms than tops. 
The truth is that most guys are 
probably versatile - able and will¬ 
ing to assume either the insertive 
top or receptive bottom position 
- to one degree or another. To the 
degree that it is practical, being on 
top may reduce your chances of 
being infected, all other factors 
being equal, and some negative 
guys who are versatile bareback 
only as tops, or restrict their bare- 
back bottoming to guys they 
know who are also HIV-negative. 
One DPH/UCSF study found that 
being the insertive unprotected 
partner in anal sex may be five 
times less risky than being the re¬ 
ceptive unprotected partner when 
the partner’s status is not known. 
Moreover, the DPH’s new empha¬ 
sis on “condoms for HIV-positive 
tops with HIV-negative bottoms,” 
and conversely, “condoms for 
HIV-negative bottoms with HIV¬ 
positive tops” clearly de-empha- 
sizes condoms for HIV-negative 
tops with bottoms of any status. 
DPH’s Katz recently asserted that 
if we could stop all HIV-positive 
tops and HIV-negative bottoms 
from having unprotected anal in¬ 
tercourse, “95 percent of the epi¬ 
demic would go away.” 

• If you’re HIV-positive, con¬ 
sider HAART, or highly active an¬ 
tiretroviral therapy, that has not 
only dramatically cut into the 
death rate from AIDS nationwide, 
but has probably cut into the in¬ 
fection rate at the same time by re¬ 
ducing levels of virus in semen. “If 
we could get every HIV-positive 
man into treatment, we could re¬ 
duce infections by driving down 
viral load,” asserted Katz at the re¬ 
cent City Hall unveiling of his ac¬ 
tion plan. 

• Ask what his viral load count 
is. If you’re going to bareback with 
an HIV-positive guy, ask if he 
knows his viral load count. Is it 
below detectable levels or is it in 
the hundreds of thousands? If it is 
very low, this will not eliminate 
your risk of infection or re-infec- 
tion, and you should not interpret 
this as a green light to toss caution 
to the wind, but it may reduce the 
likelihood of infection. 

• Ask if he has tested for treat¬ 
ment-resistant strains. The dan¬ 
gers of barebacking between guys 
that are HIV-positive are more 
than theoretical. First, there is the 
danger of infections with diseases 
other than HIV. Second, there is 
anecdotal evidence to suggest that 
infection with a “super virus” - a 
strain of HIV that has become re¬ 
sistant to currently available ther¬ 
apies - could render these thera¬ 
pies useless for the newly infected 
partner. 

• To douche or not to douche? 
Within the barebacking subcul¬ 
ture, douching is considered de 
rigueur for anyone thinking about 
getting topped, especially if 
they’re going to a barebacking 
party. In his 1999 POZ article, 
Scarce wrote, “Douching or using 
enemas with harsh detergents can 
strip away protective cells in the 
rectum. If you use an enema be¬ 
fore sex, try warm water. Be care¬ 
ful not to create tears inside or 
around the anus. Some believe 
lubes, especially oil- and silicon- 
based, can trap germs against the 
skin, increasing likelihood of in¬ 
fection. Douching with a spermi¬ 
cidal foam or homemade vinegar- 
and-water solution after sex may 
render some infectious agents in¬ 
active, but little research has been 
conducted in this area. If you are 
having sex with multiple partners 
over a short time, don’t douche 
until after the last one. Try to uri¬ 
nate right after sex: Urine’s acidi¬ 
ty can help clean out the urethra.” 
Still, “no one can tell me whether 
it’s safe or not to douche before I 
get fucked 20 years into the epi¬ 
demic,” Scarce recently told the 


B.A.R. 

• Withdrawal before ejacula¬ 
tion. What little research has been 
done on risk factors for HIV in¬ 
fection associated with various 
sexual behaviors between men has 
not differentiated between 
whether HIV infection is more 
likely for bottoms if their top man 
cums inside, or not. Although this 
is perhaps the most common 
“harm reduction” technique prac¬ 
ticed by gay men, researchers seem 
to assume that it’s all the same. 
And indeed, for some barebacking 
men, the act of ejaculation while 
fucking, or taking a man’s cum in¬ 
side them, is a central goal of the 
whole sexual experience. “The 
thought that [my] being fucked is 
going to lead to a lovely load of 
sperm is terribly exciting,” said 
Shelbi. Men who choose to bare- 
back should be aware that there is 
almost always precum, or pre¬ 
ejaculate, from the penis well be¬ 
fore actual ejaculation, and that 
this semen potentially could be in¬ 
fected with HIV. Nevertheless, 
common sense dictates that the 
lesser the volume of possibly HIV- 
infected semen in the rectum, the 
lesser the volume of HIV. 

• Gently, boys, gently. “There 
are boys who will rough up their 
asses before they go out,” said 
Scarce, referring to so-called “bug- 
chasers,” guys who have decided 
they want to get infected for rea¬ 
sons beyond the scope of this arti¬ 
cle. With unprotected anal inter¬ 
course, HIV is most easily trans¬ 
mitted when semen infected with 
the virus comes in contact with 
the blood of the receptive partner 
or bottom, through the delicate 
lining of the rectal tissue. This tis¬ 
sue is relatively easy to tear, com¬ 
pared to the vagina or oral cavity. 
The size of the top’s penis, and the 
vigor and duration of his thrusts, 
are factors to consider for bot¬ 
toming barebackers. Rougher sex 
can be more dangerous for HIV 
infection. Fisting and inserting 
large dildos and other toys can 
also weaken and tear the rectal tis¬ 
sue, and if preceded or followed 
by raw anal-penile intercourse, 
toys and fisting can make it easier 
for HIV to enter the receptive 
partner’s bloodstream. 

• Post-exposure prophylaxis. If 
you think you may have just been 
exposed to HIV, there is a chance 
that a course of aggressive anti- 
HIV therapy could be of some 
benefit to you, and possibly could 
help protect you from infection. 
Contact your doctor immediately. 
For more information, go to 
http://epi-center.ucsf.edu/PEP/ 
PEPDPHSEX.html. 

• Pre-exposure prophylaxis? 
Noting that the concept was “real¬ 
ly common in the 1970s” among 
gay men who would take antibi¬ 
otics used to treat STDs, and then 
throw caution to the wind, Scarce 
spoke of people practicing pre-ex¬ 
posure prophylaxis for HIV, “bor¬ 
rowing meds from their friends 
and having an “unsafe sex holi¬ 
day.” Don’t try this at home. 

• Plan your travels. “If I get 
fucked bare in Kansas, statistically 
speaking, it’s not as dangerous as 
here,” offered Scarce. Barebacking 
for HIV-negative guys is all about 
playing the odds. In San Francisco, 
estimates of the proportion of 
HIV-positive men vary. At the 
height of the epidemic, about half 
of the gay and bisexual men in San 
Francisco were HIV-positive. Many 
of these men have since died of 
AIDS-related conditions. Current 
estimates are around 30 percent, 
meaning that of every gay or bisex¬ 
ual man you pass on the street or 
hop into bed with, about one of 
every three is likely to be HIV-pos¬ 
itive. These proportions are likely 
to be true across all adult age 
groups.

The sky became 
a bit more crowded 
Thursday, August 
10th as yet one 
more bright star 
was added to the 
heavens when Ray 
finally broke the 
shackles of his pain 
and physical tor¬ 
ment to begin his 
eternal journey in God’s realm. 

A proud San Francisco native, Ray, 
the second of two children to the late 
Florence and Rudolph Hermann, was 
born in St. Lukes Hospital. He leaves be¬ 
hind his brother, Ken, and sister-in-law, 
Anne, of Tucson, Arizona, as well as 
three nieces and a nephew. Ray also 
leaves his devoted and loving partner of 
more than 12 years, Mark BeCraft, as 
well as his long-time friends David Stoll, 
Michael Polansky, Joe & Danny, Bud 
Cornell, and David Jones. 

Ray grew up on the Peninsula and 
was an outstanding student. He earned a 
Bachelor of Science in physics at Stan¬ 
ford University in 1969, followed by a 
Master of Science at U. of Illinois. He 
continued on to earn his Doctor of Law 
from the University of Chicago in 1973. 
Ray then returned to California and set¬ 
tled in the LA area where he practiced 
law with one of the state’s most presti¬ 
gious firms, O’Melveny & Myers. After a 
seven-year apprenticeship, Ray turned 
down the offer of a partnership position 
at his firm and, in 1980, returned to the 


city he loved, his native San Francisco, 
and practiced as an independent appel¬ 
late attorney. Here, he earned great re¬ 
spect from fellow lawyers who praised 
his diligence, thoroughness, depth of re¬ 
search and the clarity of his writings and 
opinions. An associate and fellow 
lawyer, upon learning of Ray’s death, 
called him "an outstanding attorney... 
a lawyer’s lawyer.’’ 

In 1988, Ray’s world became com¬ 
plete when his partner, Mark, entered 
his life. They were a dynamic duo who 
also gave back to the city they adored. 

As the specter of AIDS spread, Ray 
became active in several related charities 
including the AIDS Emergency Fund, 
AIDS Memorial Grove and Open Hand. 
He donated his legal services to the 
Coming Home Hospice program. 

The disease increasingly took its toll 
on his own life. Mark is very grateful to 
Ray’s doctors, especially Paul Isakson, 
who never gave up trying to help, and 
the staff of Positive Resources, whose as¬ 
sistance was an invaluable asset. Contri¬ 
butions to Positive Resources in Ray’s 
name would be greatly appreciated.

Emil Petaja 

Emil Petaja, a science fiction writer 
whose career spanned seven decades, 
died at his home in the Castro District 
of San Francisco on August 17.

Shireen Banerji, California Poi¬ 
son Control system pharmacist, 
told the B.A.R. that although un¬ 
common, an overdose of ecstasy 
could result in confusion, dizzi¬ 
ness, and lightheadedness. Baner¬ 
ji added that people often have ad¬ 
verse reactions to ecstasy when the 
drug is contaminated with other 
substances. 

According to broadcast re¬ 
ports, Heche was in the area to at¬ 
tend a Lisa Loeb concert at the 
Women’s Music Festival in 
Yosemite. A spokeswoman for the 
Tenaya Lodge confirmed that 
Loeb performed at the festival 


there on Saturday but said she 
didn’t know whether Heche was 
in attendance. The lodge is about 
90 miles from the Cantua Creek 
area of Fresno County where 
Heche ended up. 

Heche’s hospitalization came 
just hours after she and her part¬ 
ner, Ellen DeGeneres, made their 
separation public. 

“Unfortunately, we have decid¬ 
ed to end our relationship,” the 
couple said in a statement in last 
Saturday’s New York Daily News. 
“It is an amicable parting, and we 
greatly value the 3 and a half years 
we have spent together.” 

The breakup of Hollywood’s 
most famous same-sex couple 
came as a shock to many in Tinsel 
Town but for the Bay Area’s most 
famous lesbian couple, Del Mar¬ 
tin and Phyllis Lyon, the split was¬ 
n’t surprising. 

“They met and got together so 
fast without knowing each other,” 
Martin told the B.A.R, referring to 
the couple’s whirlwind courtship 
shortly before DeGeneres’s “Ellen” 
character came out on national 
television and the couple went 
public in 1997. 

Martin and Lyon have been a 


couple since 1953. Martin believes 
being under the media spotlight 
was probably very tough on the 
couple. 

DeGeneres, 43, and Heche, 31, 
collaborated on the HBO Film, If 
These Walls Could Talk II, in March. 
Heche directed DeGeneres and 
Sharon Stone in the story of a les¬ 
bian couple trying to have a baby. 

Heche also filmed a three- 
month standup comedy tour by 
DeGeneres which aired on HBO 
last month. She’s starred in sever¬ 
al films, including Wag the Dog, 
Psycho, Six Days, Seven Nights, and 
Volcano. 

On Monday, Heche left Los 
Angeles for Toronto where she’s 
working on a new movie starring 
Denzel Washington. 

Whatever future roles Heche 
takes on, her bizarre performance 
in rural Fresno County will no 
doubt be the most memorable 
one for locals. 

“When I saw her she asked if I 
knew who she was and I said yes,” 
Campiz told the B.A.R. “I recog¬ 
nized her right away. I thought it 
was a prank at first. I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it, what would an actress be 
doing at my house?” T

• Circumcision. There have 
been a number of highly contro¬ 
versial studies suggesting that men 
who are uncircumcised may be 
more susceptible to HIV infec¬ 
tion. Watch for more data on this; 
the jury is still out. 

• Use a lot of lube. Lubricants 
can help to protect the rectum 
from tears and abrasions that can 
make it easier for HIV to get into 
the bottom’s bloodstream. Water- 
based lubes laced with nonoxynol- 
9, a spermicide, may afford some 
limited additional protection 
against HIV and other STDs. 
However, some people are allergic 
to N-9, and there have been a few 
studies suggesting that the chemi¬ 
cal itself may irritate and create 
tiny holes in the rectal walls. 

• Watch the poppers and Via¬ 
gra. “Dilated blood vessels in the 
rectum caused by sniffing poppers 
make it easier for viruses to enter 
your bloodstream, so if your part¬ 
ner ejaculates inside you, you’re 
wide open for infection. Viagra 


works similarly and poses similar 
risks by increasing blood flow to 
the pelvic region, facilitating erec¬ 
tion, and to the rectum,” noted 
Scarce in his POZ article. 

• Be aware of mind-altering 
drugs. Whether your drug of 
choice is available at the corner 
liquor store, from your neighbor¬ 
hood pot club, in the alley, or 
from your pharmacy, know your 
limits. Many people believe crys¬ 
tal methamphetamine and other 
“party” drugs are lighting the fire 
under the gay HIV epidemic in 
San Francisco. If you know that 
the last time you had sex, a drug 
or combination of drugs affected 
your judgment and put you and 
or your partner at more risk than 
either of you were willing to ac¬ 
cept, then don’t do those drugs 
again. “Sex is very complicated,” 
said Survive AIDS’ Hank Wilson. 
“I think people are different at 10, 
11 p.m., midnight, and when the 
bar closes.” 

• Do the research. This is not to 
suggest that HIV-negative guys 
should volunteer for a study to see 
how many times an HIV-negative 
guy can get barebacked before he 


becomes an HIV-positive guy, or 
whether it really is possible for an 
HIV-positive guy to get infected 
with a “super virus” that will has¬ 
ten his demise. Rather, “do the re¬ 
search” means take responsibility 
for staying abreast of the latest sci¬ 
ence as well as the latest expert 
thinking on the sexual risks of in¬ 
fection with HIV or another sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease. Often, the 
research has simply not been done, 
in which case, common sense and 
instinct for self-preservation may 
have to be your guides. In any case, 
do not depend on any one source, 
and especially not the soothing 
words of a prospective partner. T

as Weird Tales, Amazing Stories, Worlds 
of Tomorrow, Crack Detective Stories, and 
Fantasy and Science Fiction. Some of his 
stories were later collected in “Stardrift 
and Other Fantastic Flotsam” (1971). 

Born and raised in Montana, Petaja 
moved to California in the late 1930s. 

He immersed himself in the Los Angeles 
sci-fi scene and befriended the likes of 
Ray Bradbury — then still a teenager — 
as well as Forrest J. Ackerman, Henry 
Kuttner and other early figures. During 
this time, Petaja shared an apartment 
with his great friend Hannes Bok, the 
legendary fantasy artist. 

Of Finnish descent, Petaja is best 
known for a popular series of novels 
based on the Kalevala, the Finnish epic 
poem. His mythological approach to 
science fiction and fantasy was discussed 
in scholarly papers and on websites de¬ 
voted to the epic poem. 


The soft spoken author was a life¬ 
long film buff and collector of movie 
memorabilia. He made two short dra¬ 
matic films, “Dread Return” in 1949, 
and “The Call” in 1950. His 1975 refer¬ 
ence book, “Photoplay Edition,” remains 
the only book on the subject of the 
movie tie-in books of the silent and 
early sound era. As an author, Petaja was 
an honored guest at the 1998 and 1999 
San Francisco Silent Film Festivals at the 
Castro Theater — the only person so 
honored twice. 

Emil Petaja is survived by his friend 
Dan Delany of San Francisco; his sister, 
Sonia Teague of Missoula, Montana; and 
two San Francisco grandnephews, Alan 
Teague and Tim Stein.

W here do you keep your 
memories? Your best 
dunk shot, your finest 
tennis serve, your fastest lap? 
Where do we save our best gay 
sports moments? 

For Federation of Gay Games 
co-President Sue Emerson, these 
questions have become a quest. 

The affable Londoner was in 
town recently with her partner, 
Ilse Hahn, to visit with local ath¬ 
letes and reps from several GLBT 
teams. 

They also visited the Gay 
Games Archives, located deep in 
the basement of the San Francis¬ 
co Public Library, part of the 
many archives maintained by the 
Gay/Lesbian Center’s General 
Collections Department. 

Over 60 boxes of materials, 
ranging from lots of newspaper 
clippings (most of which are also 
available on microfilm) to flyers 
and photographs, recount some of 
the highlights of each Gay Games. 

But with only two boxes 
of materials documenting 
the first historic event, 

“we really need some 
help in getting these years 
documented,” said the 41- 
year-old federation official, 
who’s also advising the Sydney 
2002 organizers on 
properly storing their 
own documents and 
memorabilia-to-be. 

According to 
archivist Tim Wilson, 
who’s been working at the library 
since 1996, the collection, along 
with hundreds of other gay and 
lesbian files, is the most compre¬ 
hensive group collection of Gay 
Games documents and memora¬ 
bilia. 

Included among the contracts, 
memos, and schedules, are rare 
medals, sheet music, and even a 
full uniform from Gay Games I. 

“You can see how the federa¬ 
tion logo grew over the years,” 
Emerson noted as we perused vin¬ 
tage banners, pictures, and pro¬ 
grams. Among the celebrities at 
earlier Games were Tina Turner, 
Rita Mae Brown, and of course, 
Games co-founder Tom Waddell. 

Some of the items that are con¬ 
sidered collectible are Gay Games 
pins, rugby shirts, T-shirts, 
posters, and even wristwatches. 
Many of these items were adver¬ 
tised in gay publications through 
the 1980s, but are now rare finds. 

Emerson hopes to develop 
these items into an exhibit in 2001 
at the public library. This should 
serve as a cultural reminder and a 
warm-up to Gay Games VI, which 
will take place in Sydney the first 
week of November 2002. 

Emerson and Hahn, 45, who is 


also a federation delegate, were 
surprised to find no documenta¬ 
tion of the birth of Gay Games at a 
recent City Hall exhibit showcas¬ 
ing the history of San Francisco. 

In order to supplement that 
absence with a Gay 
Games exhibit 
timed to coincide 
with a federation meeting 
in 2001, Emerson is hoping 
Bay Area residents who still 
own Gay Games memorabil¬ 
ia will loan or donate 
items, specifically 
from the earlier Gay 
Games. Few items 
exist from those days. 
The library’s 
Hormel Gay and Lesbian Center 
includes the popular James 
Hormel Collection, a selection of 
reference books that includes a va¬ 
riety of GLBT publications.

think that I was asked because of 
the experiences that I bring, and 
my involvement in the political 
arena for 15 years and for 27 years 
as an educator.” 

Owens, 54, has been out as a 
lesbian since she was a teenager, 
and made her sexual orientation a 
central theme of her brief speech, 
and drew a sharp distinction be¬ 
tween the Democrats and Repub¬ 
licans when it comes to gay rights. 

“A1 Gore supports our right to 
live, work, love, and pay taxes just 
like everyone else,” she told the 
convention. “He will work to fi¬ 
nally pass the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act - or ENDA - 
making it illegal to fire or dis¬ 
criminate against someone in the 
work place because of their sexu¬ 
al orientation. ... This does hap¬ 


pen, and it must be stopped.” 

Owens noted that the vice 
president also mentioned his sup¬ 
port for ENDA in his acceptance 
speech last Thursday night. 

And while she argued for equal 
rights for gays, Owens repeatedly 
sought to make the point before 
the national television audience 
that gay and lesbian people want 
the same things as everyone else. 

“Gays and lesbians care deeply 
about quality education, access to 
health care, a continued strong 
economy, preserving the environ¬ 
ment, and keeping our neighbor¬ 
hoods safe,” she told the delegates. 

A member and past president 
of the San Francisco Board of Ed¬ 
ucation, Owens is runnflig against 
10 men for the chance to repre¬ 
sent District 5, where she has lived 
for several years. 

Owens has been endorsed by 
Mayor Willie Brown, a fact that 
could help her among some of the 


voters of the mostly progressive 
district that includes the Lower 
Haight, the Haight and Panhan¬ 
dle, Hayes Valley, Western Addi¬ 
tion, as well as Cole Valley and the 
Inner Sunset. 

She’s also racked up endorse¬ 
ments from Supervisors Mark 
Leno and Leslie Katz, city Treasur¬ 
er Susan Leal, and City Attorney 
Louise Renne. District 5 is one of 
the few districts that does not have 
an incumbent in the race. Super¬ 
visor Sue Bierman, who represents 
the area now, is prevented by term 
limits from seeking re-election. 

Despite her inclusion in the 
convention, Owens, who holds a 
master’s degreeTn counseling-psy¬ 
chology and a doctorate in educa¬ 
tion, recognizes that it is not good 
enough to be the first, and the fu¬ 
ture remains tenuous at best. 

“We are on the edge,” she said, 
adding that if the Republicans win 
the White House in November, “it 


could set us back years.” 

“I know this city and I love this 
city,” Owens said, turning to the 
local election, “and I’d like to say 
in all sincerity that I’ve prepared 
myself” for this job. 

In addition to her experience 
on the Board of Education since 
1996, Owens has also served on 
the Police Commission, and has 
worked as a college administrator, 
a counselor, and a teacher. 

“All of those areas have to do 
with my ability to work with mul¬ 
titudes of different people and 
that requires negotiation skills 
and problems solving,” she said. “I 
bring that to the Board of Super¬ 
visors.” 

Owens, who noted that she 
supported the Octavia Boulevard 
plan over the freeway renovation 
in last year’s election, said that she 
will work on making city streets 
more friendly for bike com¬ 
muters. 


District 5 residents “want a 
clean area. They’re tired of va¬ 
grancy, and they’ve really had it 
with homelessness,” she said. 
“They want some compassionate 
steps taken.” 

She added that “Homeless pro¬ 
grams include multiple services,” 
including alcohol and drug addic¬ 
tion treatment programs, mental 
health services, job training, and 
health care programs. 

“We need all of those programs 
to come together,” Owens stated, 
“And we need to have a serious 
discussion of these services and 
how this money is spent.” 

Owens plans to open a cam¬ 
paign office soon in the Western 
Addition, and she plans to launch 
a Web site (www.juanitaowens. 
com). 

“Let’s clean up the neighbor¬ 
hood,” she said. “We need to do 
things more together. We’re a 
small city.” V

neighborhood and has seen Nader 
innumerable times on the street 
and in restaurants over several 
decades without ever witnessing 
the slightest indication that Nader 
might be gay. 

Congressman Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) has the led the 
anti-Nader charge in remarks in 
the press and an “open letter” to 
Nader distributed on gay political 
listservs and printed in gay news¬ 
papers. 

Frank has reminded people 
that during the 1996 presidential 
campaign Nader referred to the 
Defense of Marriage Act as “go¬ 
nadal politics” and declined to 
comment on it. He has belittled 
Nader as having a weak track 
record on gay and lesbian issues. 

Cokie Roberts raised the issue 
in an August 20 interview on 
ABC’s This Week. Nader responded 
that his focus had been elsewhere, 


“but I’ve never ignored gay and 
lesbian rights. My position on gay 
rights is way ahead of Gore’s. It’s 
summed up in one phrase: equal 
rights and equal responsibilities.” 
It includes support for marriage, 
adoption, and military service. 

Scott McLarty, a gay and AIDS 
activist in Washington, D.C. and 
national media coordinator of the 
Green Campaign 2000, developed 
those further in an August 17 
“open letter” to Frank. He re¬ 
counted the criticism of Nader 
that came from Greens over the 
1996 remark, as well as less than 
complete support on gay issues 
over the years from the Gore- 
Lieberman ticket. 

McLarty said that third parties 
often have been the vehicle that 
pushed for social change in Amer¬ 
ica. He returned to the question of 
Nader’s participation in the presi¬ 
dential debates and closed by ask¬ 
ing: “Mr. Frank, shouldn’t we have 
at least one candidate in the de¬ 
bates who supports same-sex 
marriage?” ▼

feat at the hands of his GOP oppo¬ 
nent as even former Democratic 
Attorney General John Van de 
Camp (also a former Los Angeles 
D.A.) recently endorsed the Repub¬ 
lican challenger, Steve Cooley. 

Meanwhile, the chaos contin¬ 
ues in the San Francisco District 
Attorney’s office with the recent 
departure of one of the top female 
attorneys, Kamala Harris, who 
quit the “dysfunctional” office 
with a blast at both D.A. Terence 
Hallinan and his chief deputy, 
Darrell Solomon (who, inciden¬ 
tally, announced this week that he, 
too, was jumping the sinking 
ship). Harris, recognized as one of 
the star attorneys in Hallinan’s 
morale-stricken office, left for a 


top spot in the City Attorney's of¬ 
fice. At press time we learned that 
yet another top female attorney 
has decided to leave Hallinan for 
greener pastures. 

Finally, for all those who write 
and call telling me I’m all wet in 
saying that a vote for Green Party 
candidate Ralph Nader is merely a 
vote for George W. Bush and a 
vote against Al Gore, let me 
reprint a statement from Robert 
F. Kennedy Jr., one of the coun¬ 
try’s leading environmentalists, 
that appeared recently in the New 
York Times: “The threat of Ralph 
Nader’s Green Party is that it 
could very well torpedo efforts to 
address the nation’s most impor¬ 
tant environmental challenges. 
The threat, of course, is that 
Nader’s candidacy could siphon 
votes from Al Gore, the environ¬ 
ment’s most visible champion 


since Theodore Roosevelt, and

While I admire Nader’s 
high-minded ideals, his sugges¬ 
tion that there is no difference be¬ 
tween Gore and Bush is irrespon¬ 
sible. On the environment, the 
difference is fundamental; it 
reaches deep into their philoso¬ 
phies and records, showing most 
recently in their choice of running 
mates: Dick Cheney’s anti-envi¬ 
ronmental votes in Congress ex¬ 
tended even to opposing the 
Clean Water Act, while Joe Lieber- 
man has staunchly supported 
strong environmental legislation 
and even written some of it. In 
fact, a vote for Nader is a vote for 
Bush, and environmentalists who 
join his personal crusade risk 
marginalizing the conservation 
movement.”

H ere’s to the talented Mr. Mc¬ 
Nally. In the coming weeks, 
there will be a convergence 
of stage works by Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally that will display the gay 
playwright’s diverse talents in di¬ 
verse venues. 

At TheatreWorks, the high- 
polish regional theater in the 
South Bay, McNally’s Tony Award¬ 
winning play Master Class starts 
its run on Aug. 30. Beginning 
Sept. 26 at the Orpheum Theatre, 
home to the big touring Broadway 
musicals, McNally’s adaptation of 
Ragtime will be given perfor¬ 
mances. The San Francisco Opera 
will offer the world premiere of 
Dead Man Walking, with a libret¬ 
to by McNally, on October 7. And 
the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center will launch its subscription 
series of gay plays on Oct. 11 with 
his controversial Corpus Christi. 

‘Master’ builder 

Master Class finds McNally in 
his role as opera queen as he dishes 
the dirt on Maria Callas. The future 
playwright grew up listening to the 
great diva on the radio in Texas, 
and as a young man saw 
many of her perfor¬ 
mances. He was also pre¬ 
sent for some of the mas¬ 
ter classes she gave at Juil- 
liard beginning in 1971, 
and these sessions — 
along with a good deal of 
artistic license — in¬ 
spired the play. 

“This is not a 
documentary,” Mc¬ 
Nally told USA 
Today in 1995. “It’s a play by me in 
which Maria Callas is a character.” 

Indeed, the Maria Callas of 
Master Class who reveals herself 
by berating and humiliating her 
students has little to do with the 
reserved, polite, and slightly bor¬ 
ing Callas preserved in recordings 
of those classes. 

“Callas had an inner sadness,” 
McNally said. “That’s the area I’m 
writing about.” 

Zoe Caldwell played Callas on 
Broadway to a rapturous re¬ 
sponse, and New York successors 
Patti LuPone and Dixie Carter 
also had their fans. A less convinc¬ 
ing Faye Dunaway brought a tour 
to San Francisco in 1997. 

It is the star of a subsequent 
tour who will take the role at The¬ 
atreWorks in Mountain View. 
Charlotte Cornwell is a veteran of 
the Royal Shakespeare Company 
who performed here with Ian 
MacKellan in the RSC’s produc¬ 
tion of Richard III. TheatreWorks 
isn’t taking too many chances with 
its production of Master Class, 
also hiring Thomas Caruso, the 
director of that tour, as well as two 
of its featured actors. 

“I think this is the most auto¬ 
biographical play I’ve ever writ¬ 
ten,” McNally told the Los Angeles 
Times in 1995. “It has my real feel¬ 
ings about art. I’ve spent my 
whole life preparing to write this 
play.”

Playing a rag 

McNally won a Tony Award for 
writing the libretto for Kiss of the 
Spider Woman, and he was the 
first of the creative team hired for 
Ragtime by the same producer. 

McNally had read E.L. Doc- 
torow’s sprawling novel when it 
was first published, and reread it

before signing on. “After a couple 
of chapters,” he told Newsday in 
1998, “I could really see the musi¬ 
cal possibilities. You have to hear 
music in a piece. If 
someone had asked me 
to make a musical out 
of Pygmalion, I’d have 
said, ‘No way.’ I could 
never see those people 
singing. But these I 
could.” 

It eventually fell to 
lyricist Lynn 
Ahrens and com¬ 
poser Stephen Fla¬ 
herty to write the 
songs, a high-profile assignment 
for the creators of the intimate 
Once on This Island. 

Doctorow had filled his novel 
with famous and fictional charac¬ 
ters from the turn of the century 
to create an overlapping portrait 
of the white establishment, a.rest- 
less black population, and the 
waves of immigrants arriving at 
that time. While the book devel¬ 
ops the real-life characters as 
much as the fictional ones, Mc¬ 
Nally chose to focus on the fic¬ 
tional characters and to employ 
the historical figures as icons. 

“I think [Doctorow] would 
have liked every chapter of the 
book to be in the show — and 
then you’d have a 45-hour musi¬ 
cal,” McNally said. “No writer likes 
to have his work cut. I could only 
hope that I had instinctively made 
the right choices.” 

Actually, Doctorow has said he 
appreciated the way the musical’s 
adapters went about their busi¬ 
ness. The musical, he said, 
demonstrates “honor and devo¬ 
tion to the book, which they treat¬ 
ed as their Bible.”

Passion play 

Speaking of the Bible, McNally 
had a brush with a Salman 
Rushdie-like controversy when 
word of his play Corpus Christinas 
leaked in the press. It all started in 
1998, when The New York Post 
published an article with the head¬ 
line, “Gay Jesus May Star on 
B’way.” Before long, the Manhattan 
Theatre Club was targeted for de¬ 
struction, its staff for execution, 
and McNally for “extermination.” 

The Manhattan Theatre Club, 
where many of McNally’s plays 
had premiered, promptly pulled 
the plug on the play out of fear for 


its facility and staff. That in turn 
created a firestorm among theater 
artists, who accused MTC of suc¬ 
cumbing to moral extortion. Big 
names like Tony Kushner, Edward 
Albee, Wendy Wasserstein, and 
Athol Fugard signed a petition 
condemning the “capitulation to 
right-wing extremists and reli¬ 
gious zealots.” 

McNally himself was stunned 
by the theater’s action. “They’re 
not protecting me by stifling my 


voice,” he said, adding, “I’m being 
tried by rumor.” 

The theater reversed itself, and 
the play opened in the fall of 1998. 
Dueling protesters greeted open¬ 
ing-night audiences, who had to 
pass through metal detectors to get 
to their seats. But after the reviews 
started appearing, and the play’s 
actual story line was revealed, the 
controversy seemed to evaporate. 

The central character in the 
play is named Joshua, who grows 
up in Corpus Christi, Tex., which 
happens to be McNally’s home¬ 
town. Persecuted for being differ¬ 
ent by teachers and schoolmates, 
he moves to a larger city, where he 
is joined by a corps of disciples 
who believe in his messages of 
love. One of those disciples is his 
high school boyfriend, who ulti¬ 
mately betrays him when he re¬ 
turns home to Corpus Christi. 

The play has modern varia¬ 
tions on such biblical set pieces as 
the Nativity, the Sermon on the 
Mount, and the Last Summer. It’s 
a serious piece, but McNally can’t 
fully hide his sense of humor. 

When Joshua hits a hypocritical 
priest, an apostle notes that he had 
earlier taught them to turn the 
other cheek. “I must have been in a 
very good mood,” he retorts. “Don’t 
take everything I say so seriously.”

More Bible stories 

Songwriter Maury Yeston has 


been represented in the Bay Area 
in recent weeks with Phantom in 
San Jose and Titanic in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Now the East Bay gets into 
the act with a Yeston title that will 
be known only to dedicated mu¬ 
sical-comedy fans. 

The Willows Theatre is offer¬ 
ing what is only the second pro¬ 
fessional production of In the 
Beginning, a musical that takes 
an irreverent look at biblical 
stories and personalities. It 
opens this week at the Concord 
theater, with Kevin Blackton 
heading the cast as God in di¬ 
rector Richard Elliott’s produc¬ 
tion. 

In the Beginning was born six 
years after Yeston won a Tony 
Award for Nine. The book was 
originally supplied by Larry Gel¬ 
bart (A Funny Thing Happened on 
the Way to the Forum), and the 
musical was then titled 1-2-3-4-5 
(after the first five books of the 
Bible).

For the role of Violetta, “the 
strayed one” who tries to live 
down her sordid past as a grande 
horizontale, producer Andrea An- 
dermann discovered a young 
Russian soprano, Eteri Gvazava, 
toiling in an obscure German 
opera house. She’s very comely, 
slender and openly expressive, 
though at this point it is not act¬ 
ing but gesticulating. Director 
Giuseppe Patroni Griffi should 
have restrained her arms in “Sem- 
pre libera.” The waving detracts 
from the fact that she actually can 
sing the coloratura and is smart 
enough to eschew the unwritten 
E-flat at the end of the act. She 
may not have enough power for 
“Amami, Alfredo” in a large opera 
house, but that is not an issue

here. 

What you don’t get from 
Gvazava — unusual in a Russian 
singer of her generation — is soul. 
It’s too bad that she is dying young 
and unloved — or so she thinks 
— but I really didn’t care. Part of 
the problem is Cura’s Alfredo. The 
guy is gorgeous if you like bed¬ 
room eyes, a strong nose and a 
well-trimmed beard. He even ap¬ 
pears provocatively in an under¬ 
shirt at one point. Yum. But, if you 
remember Cura’s Don Jose in the 
SFO Carmen at the Civic Audito¬ 
rium in 1996, you’ll recall that 
while he is undeniably sexy, he’s 
also so self-absorbed that he does¬ 
n’t have much chemistry with his 
leading lady. Olga Borodina 
solved that by kicking him in the 
shins. Gvazava is too ladylike and 
inexperienced to demand the 
tenor’s wandering attention. 

In this heavily-mirrored pro¬ 
duction, Cura often seems content 
to sing to his own reflection, ob¬ 
viously the prettiest face in the 
room. When Violetta spends 
much of her death scene cowering 
along the baseboards of her apart¬ 
ment, I kept wishing Cura would 
pick her up and put her in bed, 
though that was probably the di¬ 
rector’s choice. Also, Cura’s stren¬ 
uous vocalism is more suited to 
verismo than to the elegant Ver¬ 
dian style of this opera. Still, he 
sings better than Rolando Panerai, 
a venerable 75-year-old Germont, 
who should have been left in re¬ 
tirement. At least they cut his ca- 
baletta; otherwise, the score is 
played mostly intact. 

La Traviata from Paris is no 
more or less successful than any 
other attempt to make opera seem 
like the movies; but it is beautiful 
to look at. ▼ 


voice like Jane Eaglen — but 
whether they have the personality 
to make us respond and to believe 
in what we are hearing. 

Televised opera, however, pre¬ 
sents a different perspective on the 
side of looks, because you just 
can’t take close-ups of sweaty 
singers popping their uvulae at the 
camera. A couple of years ago, a 
European production of Tosca 
from Rome tried to present Pucci¬ 
ni’s melodrama at the exact times 
of day and in the precise locations 
of the libretto. It was successful, in 
my opinion mainly because of 
Placido Domingo. Whatever 
Domingo’s vocal compromises 
these days, the Spanish tenor has 
gobs of personality and sex appeal 
all out of proportion to his rum¬ 
pled, teddy-bear exterior. 

■ The young tenor they are call¬ 
ing Domingo’s successor, Jose 
Cura, now stars in another tele¬ 
vised opera, La Traviata from Paris 
(KQED, Great Performances, Sun¬ 
day, August 27 at 9 p.m.) It, too, is 
successful without being quite the 
operatic love affair you should 
have in the dark at the War 
Memorial. Verdi’s only contempo¬ 
rary piece, La Traviata failed at its 
1853 premiere, partly because it 
was performed in modern dress. 
Opera audiences, then as now, 
preferred costume drama. Sump¬ 
tuously photographed by 
Oscar-winner Vittorio Storaro, La 
Traviata from Paris has been up¬ 
dated to the Belle Epoque, and set 
in four real-life venues. 

Act I, Violetta’s party, takes 
place in the Hotel Boisgelin, now 
the Italian Embassy in Paris. 
Flora’s third act party is at the 
Petit Palais (though oddly in the 
courtyard most of the time, rather 
than indoors), while Violetta and 
Alfredo’s second act retreat is 
filmed at Marie Antoinette’s 
Hameau de la Reine in Versailles. 
Violetta dies on the lie St.-Louis, 
within sound of Notre Dame’s 
mournful bells. I recommend this 
telecast if you love the City of 
Lights. 

Read their lips 

Musically, it’s not bad either, as 
I was able to check by listening to 
the CD excerpts on Teldec. With¬ 
out the visuals to distract, we hear 
a smartly paced, orchestrally vivid 
reading by conductor Zubin 
Mehta, who was sequestered with 
his RAI Orchestra in one room, 
visible to the singers by TV mon¬ 
itor. The press notes are a little 
vague, but I think it is a live 
recording, as no “lip sync” is visi-

anette Fabray, who danced 
with Fred Astaire, clowned 
with Sid Caesar, and played 
Mary Tyler Moore’s TV mom, 
may be pushing 80, but she’s still 
got guts. 

“I don’t think the government 
should stick its nose into any¬ 
body’s business, whether it’s abor¬ 
tion or same-sex marriage,” she 
said when a recent conversation 
moved into politics. “I think peo¬ 
ple should pick their own lifestyle, 
and nobody has the right to tell 
you it’s right or wrong.” 

The famously perky entertain¬ 
er opens next week in Pippin at 
the Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts, playing the high-kicking

granny role for the newly formed 
San Francisco Musical Theatre 
Company. Fabray calls herself a 
“free thinker,” and behind a viva¬ 
cious comic personality there lives 
a quiet warrior.

Fabray, whose hearing was 
eventually restored through a se¬ 
ries of operations, had paid a price 
for her belief that openness was 
better than secretive shame. After 
hiding her deteriorating hearing 
from her first husband, and seeing 
the already rocky marriage crum¬ 
ble under the stress, she became 
involved in the 1950s with schools 
and organizations for the deaf. 

“It gradually crept into the pa¬ 
pers, and then articles started say¬ 
ing, ‘What is she trying to do, ask 
for sympathy when she doesn’t

nee you grasp the situation 
in the opening scene of Vis- 
.... iting Mr. Green, you’ll have a 
pretty clear notion of the closing 
scene. True, you may not know its 
details, but its spirit isn’t hard to 
predict. 

Jeff Baron’s play, now at the 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter, follows the familiar formula of 
two disparate individuals, thrown 
together, who gradually and wari¬ 
ly find mutual respect. But if the 
play is something of a throwback, 
Baron has added a mild contem¬ 
porary zinger: one of the protago¬ 
nists is gay. 

Visiting Mr. Green had a suc¬ 
cessful off-Broadway run in 1997, 
with Eli Wallach as an elderly Jew¬ 
ish widower who finds his com¬ 
fortably unhappy life upset by a 
gay yuppie who has been thrust 
into his world. At New Conserva¬ 
tory, the play is a vehicle for Dean 
Goodman, a veteran Bay Area 
critic and actor who has lately 
made a specialty of playing elder¬ 
ly Jewish characters. 

Most recently, Goodman 
starred in Horowitz and Mrs. 
Washington, in which an elderly 
Jewish widower and a no-non¬ 


sense black nurse overcome mu¬ 
tual distrust to form an uplifting 
bond. In the case of Visiting Mr. 
Green, substitute Ross Gardiner 
for Mrs. Washington, and you’re 
in pretty much the same ballpark. 

The natty, mostly closeted Ross 
Gardiner, with a junior executive 
position at American Express, has 
been assigned to weekly commu¬ 
nity-service visits to Mr. Green’s 
New York apartment (realistically 
rendered by Rob Vogt) after near¬ 
ly plowing into him with his car. 
Needless to say, Mr. Green doesn’t 
appreciate this whippersnapper in 
his life, but as both sides reveal 
suppressed demons and after 
some heavy-duty emotional 
sparks fly, the characters emerge 
ready for reentry into life. 

There can be something com¬ 
forting in formula writing, and 
after several opening scenes of lan¬ 
guorous exposition, Baron shows 
a solid touch with the style of the 
genre and the ability to push emo¬ 
tional buttons without seeming 
manipulative. After a slow start, di¬ 
rector Arturo Catricala’s produc¬ 
tion also revs up into a dramati¬ 
cally satisfying experience. 

Likewise, Aaron Brace as Ross 
Gardiner and Goodman as Mr. 
Green seem somewhat stilted in 
the early moments, yet ultimately 


are able to connect comically and 
dramatically with the essences of 
the play.

'Shadow Boxers' opens at the Roxie

t was 1995, and filmmaker 
Katya Bankowsky knew she 
had to start shooting. Officials 
of the Golden Gloves had just 
sanctioned fights between female 
boxers. Bankowsky knew from her 
own experience that hundreds if 
not thousands of women had 
been waiting for this moment, 
waiting to test their mettle in the 
ring. Hell, Bankowsky was pre¬ 
pared not only to capture the mo¬ 
ment, but damn it all, she was 
going to put on gloves herselfi Five 
years later, the resulting film, 
Shadow Boxers, scores a knock¬ 


out in its depiction of a pivotal 
moment in the history of the 
modern women’s athletic move¬ 
ment, as well as delivering a dra¬ 
matic portrait of the movement’s 
potentially biggest star, a woman 
hailed as pound-for-pound the 
fiercest warrior of her gender, a 
woman who only spars with men, 
Women’s Super Lightheavyweight 
Champion Lucia Rijker. 

The first act depicts a chaoti¬ 
cally exhilarating time when 
women from all walks of life (in¬ 
cluding one banged-up literary 
agent) slugged it out for the honor 
of being “film at 11,” and getting 
one of those Day-Glo yellow Daily 
News T-shirts. “Why wouldn’t I 
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want to make history?” exclaims a 
former gymnast when asked the 
big why question that the guys 
never get asked. 

But why quickly turns to who, 
and it becomes clears that 
Bankowsky is out to tell a heroic 
story, but she’s picky about who 
qualifies for the role. A recent 
trend has the daughters of famous 
fighters jumping over each other 
like spawning salmon to proclaim 
themselves champions of the 
world (“Champions of what?” 
quibbled HBO Real Sporfs Bryant 
Gumbel). Shadow Boxers is a pow¬ 
erful argument that it takes more 
than being the daughter of Ali to 
call yourself “The Greatest.” 

Shadow Boxers has a disturbing 
split-screen quality about its de¬ 
piction of women beating up 
women — a losing boxer de¬ 
scribes the out-of-body feeling of 
being out cold in the ring as help¬ 
ful strangers wobble in and out of 
focus, and her sister freaks out to 
the event on TV. The mayhem’be- 
comes more stylized when the 
film’s attention shifts to Lucia 
Rijker’s campaign to get the male 
boxing establishment to take her 
seriously. Rijker, whose only 
strong female friend appears to be 
her white Dutch mother — the 
same large ears, arched eyebrows, 
and a fighting spirit (her black fa¬ 
ther is not seen on screen) — early 
on realized her tomboy fantasies 
of becoming a world champion 
kickboxer. Then, having pulver¬ 
ized all her possible female oppo¬ 
nents, she opted for a radical 
makeover, moving to LA and find¬ 
ing the men who would train her 
to knock out women. 

Price club 

The film is visually enhanced 
by the shrewd and expensive deci¬ 
sions to opt for film over video 
and to have cinematographer 
Tony Wolberg (assisted by Antho¬ 
ny Hardwick) employ the tricks 
he learned at the knee of Jeff Price, 
whose artful blend of black-and- 
white and color brought a Calvin 
Klein look of smoldering sexuali¬ 
ty to Bruce Webber’s saucy por¬ 
trait of Golden Gloves champ 
Andy Minsker. Broken Noses’ 
strategy was to eroticize the 
teenage boys in Minsker’s subur¬ 
ban boxing club and contrast their 
peaches-and-cream and remark¬ 
ably non-battered faces with the 
filmmaker’s obsession with

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those days, remember, everybody 
was supposed to be perfect.” 

Baby Nan’s big break 

Fabray learned from an early 
age the importance of making a 
good impression. Her stage-struck 
mother billed her as Baby Nan at 
age 3 and pursued that elusive big 
break that would make her 
daughter a star. Fabray was a 
teenager when her first profes¬ 
sional job came along. It began in 
Los Angeles with legendary direc¬ 
tor Max Reinhardt, and ended un¬ 
ceremoniously in San Francisco 
when the producer absconded 
with the receipts. 

The big break did come soon 
enough, when Fabray found her¬ 
self on Broadway at age 18 in a 
musical revue titled Meet the Peo¬ 
ple. At the same time, she began 
studying opera at Juilliard, but 
after a few months of early classes,

Minsker’s resemblance to the late 
horn phenom Chet Baker. 
Bankowsky employs a hip-hop 
club track (by Argentine DJ Zoel) 
to package Rijker’s hard body and 
intimidatingly candid Queen Lat- 
ifah-esque, take-charge personal¬ 
ity. As with Broken Noses, Shadow 
Boxers chic photography decon¬ 
structs and eroticizes ring vio¬ 
lence. At one point, this fine- 
tooled female fighting machine 
dispatches her strongest and 
cutest opponent, Marcela Acuna, 
with boxing’s Stealth Bomber, a 
painful punch to the liver. 

Gay porn sometimes uses a 
boxing spoof as a prelude to the 
money shot. Shadow Boxers ups 
the ante, expecting us to get off to 
the real thing. 

Shadow Boxers’ major weak¬ 
ness is a lack of political perspec¬ 
tive on just what the Faustian bar¬ 
gain with male boxing will achieve 
for the women’s sports move¬ 
ment. After seeing Shadow Boxers, 
BAR readers should also rent Red 
Rain, Laura Plotkin’s candid 1999 
portrait of openly lesbian East Bay 
fighter Gina “Boom Boom” 
Guido, who does battle with ho¬ 
mophobia as well as other women 
in the ring. Curiously, Shadow 
Boxers contains no on-screen 
mention of Rijker’s tempestuous 


relationship with former boxer 
Billy Kean, which appears to have 
foundered on the mutual insecu¬ 
rities of two fighters locked in 
erotic and physical combat. 

Bankowsky gets promoter Bob 
Arum to admit he had no interest 
in women boxers until he saw a 
tape of Rijker in action. Arum, who 
along with rival Don King owns 
everyone worth owning in male 
boxing, may have also been moti¬ 
vated by King’s acquisition of 
American Christy Martin — a 
Martin/Rijker match-up might be 
women’s boxing’s Ali/Frasier. Rijk¬ 
er’s key ring relationship is with her 
star trainer Freddie Loach (a Peter 
Sellers lookalike with his owlish 
glasses), who is seen treating her 
with all the serious attention he 
gives the males in his stable. 

Perhaps the film’s most telling 
and funny ode to Broken Noses 
takes place in Rijker’s visit to an 
otherwise all-male boxing camp. 
Treated like one of the boys, Rijk¬ 
er kvetches about needing her 
Buddhist meditation techniques 
to endure loud music, sexual in¬ 
nuendo, and the street boys’ habit 
of peeing in the shower. ▼

she dropped out. They interfered 
with her nightlife. 

“I loved to go dancing at the 
Stork Club or El Morocco,” she 
said. “So I just decided to do 
Broadway shows rather than being 
an opera singer.” 

One of her next gigs was play¬ 
ing the Celeste Holm role in the 
touring company of Bloomer Girl, 
which brought her back to San 
Francisco in the ’40s. It also gave 
the city an unexpected look at the 
feisty Fabray. 

“My understudy and I rented a 
little apartment on top of some 
hotel, and when we moved in, there 
weren’t any curtains up yet,” she 
said. “I was in the bathroom getting 
my makeup off, and suddenly there 
was a man’s face in the window. I 
was so angry that I jumped on top 
of the toilet, flung open the win¬ 
dow, and I took off across the roof 
after him. He went down a fire es¬ 
cape, and I remember leaning over 
the fire escape screaming at him, 
and I suddenly realized I was stark 
naked, leaning into street, and peo¬ 


ple were looking up at me.” The po¬ 
lice were ready to book her until the 
company manager finally vouched 
for her. 

Presumably, Fabray’s upcom¬ 
ing run in Pippin will be devoid of 
the embezzlement of her first San 
Francisco engagement and the in¬ 
decent exposure of the second. It 
will be her first time playing the 
role that Irene Ryan, Granny from 
The Beverly Hillbillies, created in 
1972. Her big number is “Time to 
Start Living,” a you’re-only-as- 
old-as-you-feel anthem that 
evolves into an audience sing- 
along. 

How often does Fabray work 
these days? “As often as people will 
hire me,” she said. “There just 
aren’t that many parts for older 
people. Certainly nothing on tele¬ 
vision.”

SF IndieFest's 'Digital Underground'

igital Video (DV) is the lat¬ 
est blow — it’s tempting to 
say body blow — against 
mainstream commercial filmmak¬ 
ing. Major studios with huge fi¬ 
nancial stakes in the production 
and distribution of movies will 
undoubtedly grab most of this in¬ 
creasingly rich pie once it be¬ 
comes clear how they can do it, 
but for the moment, independent 
filmmakers are doing the interest¬ 
ing work in this area. The San 
Francisco Digital Underground 
Festival, a spin-off of the annual 
SF IndieFest, showcases some of 
the latest DV docs, features, and 
shorts. 

DV makes it ridiculously easy 
to do location shooting, which 
creates an enticing double sense of 
heightened reality and a kind of 
prosaic intimacy. Patrick Hasson’s 
comedy Waiting makes good use 
of its locations — South Philadel¬ 
phia, and particularly, the Mafia- 
run bistro where much of the ac¬ 
tion takes place. The film stars ter¬ 
minally cute Will Keenan as Sean 
McNutt, a drunken layabout 
whose ambitions in life are to re¬ 
main an “ambassador to the ser¬ 
vice industry” and reclaim his 
girlfriend, who fled to a more pre¬ 
dictable guy. 

There’s plenty of amusing in¬ 
sider dish here about restaurant 
life: “What’s left on the plate is 
yours, man,” Sean tells a trainee 
server; and the long-suspected 
“Once any food hits the floor you 
have four seconds to pick it up be¬ 
fore the dirt on the floor surface 
can cling to it.” The hip quotient 
here is high, including a domina- 
trix (who turns Sean into her 
leather-hooded “dog”) and an 
aged Mafia don-cum-restaurateur 
who bitches operatically about his 
loss of virginity at age 12. Less 
successful are the inevitable Mafia 
cliches and two tired, tubby “snap 
queens,” also servers, who look 
like they crawled out of a trashy 
1960s gay movie. 

Considering the size of the fest, 
the queer presence here is encour¬ 


agingly strong, with two features 
(three if you count The Eyes of 
Rudra, a documentary on an “in¬ 
sect opera” created mostly by 
queens of both sexes). Esther Bell’s 
GodAss is a coming-of-age dram- 
edy about a slacker girl thrown to¬ 
gether with her estranged gay fa¬ 
ther. This one opens promisingly 
with a witty, nuanced scene of Ter i 
meeting her aging punk rock idol 
and having to watch him suck 
himself off. But in spite of some 
effective scenes of millennial 
punks trying to make it in a hos¬ 
tile world, the film never really 
takes off dramatically, and the 
closet motif (Dad’s still repressed) 
gives the whole affair a dated feel. 
B-52s completists will welcome 
Fred Schneider as daddy’s fussy, 
Flo Nightingale-like boyfriend. 

Face time 

More thoroughly homo-ge- 
nized is Shawn Durr’s endearingly 
titled Fucked in. the Face. This 
heady mix of camp and queer ser¬ 
ial killer plots features “Henry 
Normal” as a pathetic little hunk 
who follows his coke-riddled nose 
and aching dick from one seamy 
encounter to another. He’s in love 
with a wanted poster (which, nice¬ 
ly using the DV technology, comes 
to life and talks) of a queer mur¬ 
derer who “has a list of all the gay 
icons of the 20th century!” that he 
plans to kill. Poor Henry’s also up 
against a roving band of dykes 
who chant, “I hate cock,” and mur¬ 
der queens in back alleys. Some of 
Durr’s dialogue demands quota¬ 
tion: “If I get fucked in the face one 
more time this week, I’m gonna 
die.” The film’s bright video look 
and endless fetish sex scenes add 
weight to a film that’s not so much 
badly acted as non-acted, simply 
amateurs screaming their lines. In¬ 
explicably, this adds to the fun. 

Back on the reality front, 
Christopher Wilcha’s The Target 
Strikes Back answers every ques¬ 
tion we ever had about the inner 
workings of the Columbia House 
Record Club. Wilcha works this 
seemingly banal idea into a pow¬ 
erful look at corporate America in 
all its foolishness. Wilcha was 


brought into the company as a 
music fan who could clue the suits 
into the “punk rock scene” (as it 
existed in 1993, long after its hey¬ 
day). The film skewers the “secret 
motivational message” mentality 
of the Club, and, surprisingly, 
manages to elicit job-ending com¬ 
ments from some of his fellow 
employees. Most intriguing are 
the ways Wilcha and his cohorts 
subverted the job, at least until 
they — and the demographic they 
helped create — are censored, de- 
fanged, and eventually dis-em- 
ployed. 

Another solid doc is The Eyes of 
Rudra, Dean Mermell’s paean to 
the folks who create the title opera 
at the annual Burning Man festi¬ 
val. Mermell uses all kinds of dig¬ 
ital effects — split screens, color 
filters, distortions — to capture 
the “chaos culture” behind the 
opera. Its creators are an unusual 
group by any standards, people of 
all ages, sexes, and sexualities who 
band together briefly to create this 
ambitious event, which is per¬ 
formed only once (the sets are 
then burned, in keeping with the 
festival). The opera’s plot — giant 
insects mate with humans to help 
survive a tainted ecology, set in an 
apocalyptic netherworld of giant 
towers and barren wastes — is 
perhaps best appreciated by sci-fi 
fans, but Mellmer makes the cre¬ 
ative process behind it palpable 
and exciting. 

Clifton Holmes’s In the Dark 
wins the prize for creepiest film in 
the fest. In this nightmarish mix 
of existential horror and noir, Jane 
is a bored librarian who starts get¬ 
ting mysterious notes from “Game 
Master” paying her to do various 
strange things. The money’s dou¬ 
bled with each demand, and the 
seemingly sensible Jane becomes 
dangerously compliant as her 
bank account grows and the notes 
become increasingly bizarre. Di¬ 
rector Holmes makes limited use 
of DV’s possibilities by shooting 
in black-and-white, but this ulti¬ 
mately works to the film’s advan¬ 
tage in limning a bleak world that 
inexorably closes in on its 
denizens. In the Dark’s ingenious-

Bandwagon, but television made 
her a household face. Twenty years 
after replacing Imogene Coca as 
Sid Caesar’s sidekick, she began a 
run of mothers. First she was 
Mary Tyler Moore’s mom on the 
MTM sitcom, then Bonnie 
Franklin’s mother on One Day at 
Time, and most recently, real-life 
niece Shelley Fabares’ mother on 
Coach. 

“But I’m not what you’d call — 
quote — a mother figure,” she 
said. “I’m a comedienne.” 

But Fabray is indeed a mother. 
She has a son, Jamie, a dermatolo¬ 
gist who has provided Fabray with 
two grandchildren. Jamie’s father 
was Fabray’s late second husband, 
Ranald MacDougall, a screen¬ 
writer who worked on everything 
from Mildred Pierce to Cleopatra. 

It’s a little surprising that 
Jamie, coming from two show 
business parents, went in an en¬ 
tirely different direction. “But I 
think the fact that we tried to save 
my husband, who just walked 
across the room, sat down, and 
died when my son was 15, had a 
tremendous influence on his life 
as to being a doctor,” Fabray said.

“And I think the fact that he saw 
how surgery brought back my 
hearing had a great influence on 
him, too.” 

Fabray hasn’t married again, 
nor is there someone special in 


her life right now. “I do sometimes 
go out with the doctor who gave 
me back my hearing, who’s 92,” 
she said. “And I sometimes go out 
with Eddie Albert, who’s also 92, 
so there really isn’t that much 
going out anymore.” 

Albert was Fabray’s co-star in 
her final Broadway outing, a light¬ 
weight comedy titled No Hard 
Feelings. “It lasted one night,” she 
said. “The audiences had a won¬ 
derful time, but the critic from 
The New York Times killed it. You 
put so much of yourself into a 
show, and you love it and trust it, 
and then you’re cut off at the 
knees. It’s too soon. But to stay in 
this business, you need a skin of 
armor but still keep a heart that is 
soft and sensitive and vulnerable.” 

With a Tony Award, three 
Emmys, and the Humanitarian 
Award from the Screen Actor’s 
Guild, you can count Nanette 
Fabray among the survivors — 
but a survivor whose sunny coun¬ 
tenance has always made her seem 
more like a friend than a celebrity. 
Call her the star next door. ▼

Marcel Proust: A Life by Jean- 
Yves Tadie, translated by Euan 
Cameron; Viking (1996, transla¬ 
tion 2000), $40 

1 n case readers haven’t noticed, 

editions of Marcel Proust have 
9 been shifting in recent years. 
Individual volumes have been re¬ 
configured and renamed, and 
even the main title Remembrance 
of Things Past has been quietly re¬ 
tired. The Modern Library edition 
now calls the book In Search of 
Lost Time, and this far more accu¬ 
rate name is likely to stick. 

Further changes are on the 
way, and they’re largely due to the 
efforts of one man, Jean-Yves 
Tadie. Named editor for a trove of 
unconsulted manuscripts, Tadie 
expanded the standard French 
edition from three volumes to 
four, and virtually redefined the 
novel. In fact, he is the most im¬ 
portant figure in Proust’s life 
since, well, his death; and that 
makes his recently translated Mar¬ 
cel Proust not just one more 
chronicle of the novelist’s history, 
but the biography of the decade. 

Tadie is plainly irritated by 
most previous lives of the writer 
and aims to set the record straight. 
The problem goes back to Proust 
himself, who wrote In Search of 
Lost Time in the first person and 
presented it as the story of the 
narrator’s life. Who could that 
narrator be but Proust himself, 
particularly as many of his friends 
(soon to be ex-friends) recognized 
themselves in its characters? 

Proust rebuffed efforts to key 
his novel to living people, and in 
fact his book is not so much an 
autobiography as a symbolic 
recreation. Proust believed that 
our true life passes unnoticed be¬ 
neath a daze of distraction and 
habit, and in his novel he tried to 
extract this essence from the sur¬ 
face dramas which obscured its 
reality. 

If Proust was The Man Who 
Led Two Lives, this means that

straight, making clear 
how central his novel 
was to the writer’s life. 
“Work while you still 
have light,” Proust 
counseled, and Tadie 
demonstrates the 
process by which this 
social butterfly became a hermit 
in the middle of Paris. Proust’s 
task took over as his life declined, 
and everything that happened to 
him, as well as his vitality and en¬ 
ergy, was drawn by a kind of cap¬ 
illary action into the visionary 
book he left behind. T 


(Proust was half-Jewish), and pays 
particular attention to the intel¬ 
lectual and literary influences on 
Proust. Unlike many biographers 
who dismiss Proust’s chronic ill¬ 
nesses and asthma as psychoso¬ 
matic, Tadie is sympathetic. “Mar¬ 
cel did not wish to be an invalid; 
he was obliged to accept his ill¬ 
ness. Only someone who has 
never had asthma could think that 
the advantages outweigh the in¬ 
conveniences.” 

Little Marcel 

Tadie’s Proust is more aggres¬ 
sive and determined than that of 


have an instinctive dislike of 
women and are fixated on youth, 
stereotypes which suggest that he 
has never heard straight men talk¬ 
ing about women in locker rooms, 
or considered why Hollywood re¬ 
tires its actresses at age 29. 

A most serious deficiency 
stems from Tadie’s decision to 
stick grimly to facts. Since he lacks 
the vision to animate these details, 
they lie on the page like so many 
dead particulars, the sort of inert 
materials which it was Proust’s ge¬ 
nius to awaken into life. The biog¬ 
raphy thus becomes a kind of art 
in reverse as Tadie takes Proust’s

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way around this grumpy-old-man 
character, barking out lines in Yid¬ 
dish-tinged accents and roaring 
like King Lear over an ungrateful 
daughter. But there is also a wry 
side to Goodman’s characteriza¬ 
tion, and when his emotional 
awakening comes, it is genuinely 
affecting. 

Brace has the right look and 
demeanor for the sexually re¬ 
pressed Ross, who knows the right 
thing for others to do, but has 
trouble applying them to himself. 


two biographies are possible, the 
one he wrote and the more tradi¬ 
tional kind. In fact, the latter en¬ 
joys a slightly adversarial relation¬ 
ship with the masterwork, and 
some of Proust’s biographers have 
been accused of writing biogra¬ 
phies so fiction-like and enter¬ 
taining that they compete directly 
with the more demanding text by 
Proust. 

Tadie sternly repudiates any 
such fictionalizing, and takes the 
high road by proclaiming, “The 
true biography of a writer or an 
artist is that of his work.” Of 
course, this plays to his advantage 
since it calls for “taking into ac¬ 
count those things that only the 
work of an editor permits him to 
know,” Tadie being the most 
knowledgeable editor around. 

Accordingly, Tadie trades on 
his knowledge of the manuscripts 
by explaining how the novel (orig¬ 
inally a mere literary sketch) bal¬ 
looned to 3,000 pages. He also 
provides useful background on 
the treatment of Jews in France

story and sternly turns the gold 
back into lead. 

Nonetheless, Tadie is the uni¬ 
versally accepted expert on Proust, 
and Marcel Proust represents the 
state of the art on Proust studies. 
And Tadie gets his priorities 


other biographers, and 
he quotes with ap¬ 
proval a remark made 
by his housekeeper, 
“Little Marcel always 
knew he would become 
the great Proust.” He re¬ 
counts in detail his sub¬ 
ject’s slow disenchant¬ 
ment with love and sex, 
first courting his school¬ 
mates, then aristocratic 
straight men, and (as he 
found himself perpetual¬ 
ly rejected) settling for 
the favors of servants and 
men in brothels. 

Unfortunately, Tadie is 
downright sniffy on 
Proust’s gay life, and he 
clearly regards writing 
about sex as beneath him. 
Throughout the book he 
refers to gays as “inverts,” 
while straight men are 
termed “virile.” This might 
be due to a translation 
problem, except that he 
also tells us that gay men

Dirty Pictures: Tom of Finland, 
Masculinity, and Homosexuality 
by Micha Ramakers; St. Martin's 
Press, $27.95 

ost gay men know Tom of 
Finland’s pictures, if not 
by name, then by sight. 
The artist’s hypermasculine, mus¬ 
cular and miraculously endowed 
gay caricatures have become icons 
in gay culture. Indeed, the sailors, 
leathermen, lumberjacks and 
other figures that populate his 
drawings have arguably helped 
define gay culture as much as de¬ 
pict it. Though never anything 
more than campy pornography, 
Tom of Finland’s work has, in re¬ 
cent years, attracted a fair amount 
of serious attention. His drawings 
have been included in museum 
collections around the world (in¬ 
cluding SFMOMA). And now his 
work is the subject of a somewhat 
scholarly study, Dirty Pictures: 
Tom of Finland, Masculinity, and 
Homosexuality, by art historian 
Micha Ramakers. 

Ramakers begins with a brief 


biography of the artist, Touko 
Laaksonen, who was born in Fin¬ 
land in 1920. Laaksonen worked 
as an advertising artist in Finland 
before discovering that his private 
drawings of his gay sexual fan¬ 
tasies were of interest to others as 
well. By the time of his death in 
1991, Laaksonen was internation¬ 
ally famous as Tom of Finland, 
and was able to support himself 
with the sale of his drawings. Dirty 
Pictures is a thoughtful examina¬ 
tion of how Tom of Finland’s art 
evolved, and how it has helped 
shape gay culture. 

Ramakers makes it clear that. 
Tom of Finland should not be 
considered a “serious” artist, and 
he notes that Tom himself seemed 
to acknowledge this. He does be¬ 
lieve, however, that Tom has “[cre¬ 
ated] the most effective propagan¬ 
da for a gay utopia produced to 
date.” And in creating and dissem¬ 
inating that propaganda, Ramak¬ 
ers argues, Tom of Finland was, 
and remains, a powerful force in 
defining gay culture. It’s a role that 
Tom of Finland himself was well 
aware of, and hopeful about. Ra¬ 
makers quotes Finland on this 
point: “I know my little ‘dirty

down in the street, outside the 
apartment building. It was very 
cold, and I said, ‘This is silly, hav¬ 
ing her wait outside. Invite her up.’ 
This was several days after we met 
at the cafe. 

“She immediately started to 
flirt with me,” Wust says, pausing 
to smile. “Felice would come up 
more and more. Then she started 
to stay for dinner. And she would 
stay more and more. 

“She really knew how to flirt. 
She always brought things, flow¬ 
ers, pretty things. Gifts for the 
kids. Only a month later, she cele¬ 
brated Christmas with us. In the 
meantime, I got to know other 
women in her ‘gang,’ and that very 
New Year’s Eve, we had a huge 
party at my place.” 

But while emotional intimacy 
may have seemed to happen 
quickly, physical intimacy was an¬ 
other matter entirely. “In the be¬ 
ginning, Felice was a bit shy,” Wust 
recalls. “She*didn’t know how to 
size me up.” 

One day that changed, in the 
room that, to many people, most 
symbolizes heterosexual domes¬ 
ticity. “Felice came into the 
kitchen to help me dry the dishes. 
All of a sudden, she pulled me to¬ 
wards her and tried to kiss me. I 
pushed her off. 1 even hit her with 


my fist, that’s how surprised I was. 
For the rest of the day, and many 
days after that, Felice would look 
at me from the side every so often, 
as though she were waiting for me 
to invite her to try again. But she 
did not succeed, at least not on 
that day.” 

Between the lines 

Shortly thereafter, the Nazis 
stepped up their deportation ef¬ 
forts, and Felice drove into the 
country to hide. But she promised 
to write to Wust, and kept that 
promise. 

“The letters that she wrote me 
became increasingly fresher,” Wust 
recalls. “There was always more 
written between the lines than she 
actually wrote. 

“Felice stayed in the country¬ 
side for about two weeks. During 
that time, I had to go into the hos¬ 
pital for an operation. When Fe¬ 
lice returned, she immediately 
came to the hospital where I was 
recovering and took me in her 
arms. And that’s when we made 
our first kiss.” Wust sighs, adding a 
phrase which needs no transla¬ 
tion: “So romantisch.” 

Wust also says their lives were, 
at times, utterly happy and care¬ 
free. Felice loved to write poems 
and Wust enjoyed singing, as de¬ 
picted in one scene of the film. “I 
sang very often for Felice,” Wust 
says. “Schubert. Beethoven. 
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rather than negative. While Ra¬ 
makers’ analysis is thorough, his 
arguments aren’t always convinc¬ 
ing. On the subject of the Nazi 
drawings, for example, he argues 
that the use of these images is per¬ 
sonal rather than political. He re¬ 
minds us that Tom had many sex¬ 
ual encounters with young Ger¬ 
man soldiers in Helsinki in the 
early 1940s, and that these draw¬ 
ings are an attempt to evoke those 
days of sexual adventure. Looking 
at the Nazi drawing included in 
this book, however, it seems as if 
Ramakers is stretching to make 
that connection. 


On the more gener¬ 
al issue of whether or 
not Tom’s work glori¬ 
fies rape and violence, 
Ramakers points out 
that the drawings depict 
a gay masculine ideal, 
and that the sexual acts 
shown in them are, for 
the most part, entered 
into consensually, and 
happily. The men in Tom 
of Finland’s universe 
might look like they’re 
victimizing each other, 
but the sex is all in good 
fun. For the most part, the 
pictures seem to support 
that interpretation. 

Each chapter in Dirty 
Pictures is devoted to a 
particular theme: clothes 
as a mirror of gay culture, 
uniforms, domination and 
sex, and sex in public vs. 
private spaces. Along the 
way, Ramakers examines 
some fascinating sub¬ 
themes, such as the roles of 
women and black men in 
the Tom of Finland universe. The 
book is well illustrated, not only 
with Tom of Finland’s work, but 
examples of some of his “col¬ 
leagues” such as George Quain- 
tance, as well as more “main¬ 
stream” influences such as Paul 
Cadmus and Charles Demuth. Ra¬ 
makers also includes more than a 
few examples of Tom of Finland’s 
earliest drawings, in which the 
young men’s bodies are scaled 
down to more realistic propor¬ 
tions. Dirty Pictures is a thorough 
and thoughtful study of Tom of 
Finland’s curious career. ▼ 


drawings’ are never going 
to hang in the main salons 
of the Louvre, but it would 
be nice if... our world 
learns to accept all the dif¬ 
ferent ways of loving.

Raw bar 

Tom of Finland has 
more of less earned one of 
those “side rooms,” but it 
hasn’t come without 
some controversy. His 
drawings depict raw sex¬ 
uality, after all, and gay 
sexuality at that. They’re 
pornography, but a kind 
of pornography that de¬ 
fies easy categorization. 
Paradoxically, the draw¬ 
ings exhibit an almost 
photographic-like real¬ 
ism and detail, but de¬ 
pict bodies with mus¬ 
culature and genitalia 
of impossible proportions. And 
they show a range of sexual activi¬ 
ty from cruising to intense S&M, 
and even gang rape. A few of the 
pictures even include overt Nazi 
images — uniformed torturers 
complete with swastika-embla¬ 
zoned armbands. Because of these 
elements in his work, Tom of Fin¬ 
land has been accused of glorifying 
rape, and of having Nazi sympa¬ 
thies. 

Ramakers wades into these 
controversies bravely, examining 
the evidence and the arguments, 
and ultimately concluding that 
Tom of Finland’s intentions and 
influence have been positive,

Moffatt’s ambition

focuses on a grown Aboriginal 
woman caretaking her dying 
white mother. Shot on a sound- 
stage representing an outback 
house and yard, the film suggests a 
lack of space and oxygen. With its 
brassy lighting, the film renders 
“nature” itself artificial and harsh. 
What is the “rural tragedy” of this 
film? Is it the mother’s infirmity, 
pain and eventual death? Is it the 
deep resentment and disaffection 
on the part of the daughter? Is it 
the existence of pain and twisted 
history between two women of 
different racial designations? As in 
much of Moffatt’s work, the am¬ 
biguity is forced to the fore. 

The two other videos in the ex¬ 
hibit, Lip and Artists, are collages 
of images from television and 
films, investigating representa¬ 
tions of women of color and 
artists respectively. Up in the Sky, 
Jane Cole’s documentary on Mof¬ 
fatt, provides some key insight 
into Moffatt’s own project, though 
it is hurt by less-than-convincing 
commentary by some of her fans 
and patrons. 

This artist is highly attuned to 
popular culture and its domains 
of fandom and celebrity worship. 
She loves the theatrical violence of 
sports and the high pitch of sit¬ 
com humor. Moffatt overlays her 
work with a sense of humor and 
an embrace of leisure, both guid¬ 
ed by a popular culture-oriented 
set of references and inspirations. 

For viewers outside Australia, 
Moffatt provides a series of inti¬ 
mate and complex perspectives 
into race and racism in Australia. 
In turn, she comments on many 
questions and problems that are 
in no way particular to Australia: 
colonial relations and histories, 
and the gendering of these colo¬ 
nial legacies specifically. 

Further, throughout Moffatt’s 
work, male bodies are depicted as 
casual objects, and female bodies 
are represented as sources of vio¬ 
lence and activity. A reversal such 
as this one may make Moffatt’s 
work particularly interesting to 
queer viewers. While it’s impossi¬ 
ble to condense the range of an 
artist as innovative as Moffatt, it 
can easily be said that her work is 
of immense, unpredictable and 
unexpected value, both as an oeu¬ 
vre and in this show. ▼

' I ustralian artist Tracey Mof- 
M m fatt investigates representa- 
mm. tion and staging in New 
Work by Tracey Moffatt, an exhib¬ 
it currently at Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts. Curated by Associate 
Visual Arts Curator Arnold J. 
Kemp, New Work runs through 
October 22. 

The Yerba Buena show con¬ 
tains two parts. In Gallery 1 on the 
main floor, two photographic 
works ( Invocations and Lau¬ 
danum) and one video work 
(Artists, a collaboration with Gary 
Hillberg) are shown. In the up¬ 
stairs theatre, three of Moffatt’s 
films (Nice Colored Girls, Night 
Cries: A Rural Tragedy and Lip, 
also a collaboration with Hillberg) 
are featured, along with Jane 
Cole’s documentary about Mof¬ 
fatt, Up in the Sky: Tracey Moffatt 
in New York ( 1999). 

Moffatt’s work has followed a 


distinctly Australian tenor, focus¬ 
ing on dynamics of race and 
racism specific to Australia. An 
early post-university Sydney ex¬ 
hibit, in 1986, focused on depic¬ 
tions of men of Aboriginal and 
Asian descent, in the process 
politicizing the codes and stances 
of Australian masculinity. Moffatt 
is herself of mixed Aboriginal her¬ 
itage, born in 1960 and raised by 
a white foster family in a work¬ 
ing/middle class suburb. Much of 
her work examines various lega¬ 
cies of colonialism within Aus¬ 
tralian history and into the pre¬ 
sent. 

Though Moffatt has come to 
be well-known for her dreamy, ex¬ 
perimental video, she began her 
artistic career in photography. 
Most of Moffatt’s photography se¬ 
ries are highly staged. Because the 
subjects of inquiry in her photo¬ 
graphic series are often quite 
mundane and simple, viewers are 
forced to consider the process of 
staging in the first place. There is a 
distinctly theatrical aspect to 
much of Moffatt’s photography, 
and additionally, a humorous and 
scene-driven (not technology-dri¬ 
ven) ethos is in force. In her col¬ 
lection Fever Pitch, Moffatt writes 
about her approach to photogra¬ 
phy: “In making my own pho¬ 
tographs, I admit to being techni¬ 
cally dumb. I can barely use a 
camera. This has never bothered 
me.” 

Two photography series are in¬ 
cluded in the Yerba Buena exhibit. 
Laudanum ( 1998) is a set of hand- 
tinted, mock-vintage pho¬ 
togravures depicting an Asian ser¬ 
vant and her elderly white mis¬ 
tress, shot in a mansion. Invoca¬ 
tions (2000) is a series of 
silkscreens that ape childlike car¬ 
toon fears in their animation- 
primed imagination. 

Complex matters 

Moffatt’s focus as a film/video 
artist is loosely conceptual, taking 
on ruthlessly complex political 
matters in a rapid and stunning 
manner. Nice Colored Girls (1987) 
examines the exploitative relations 
between white men and Aborigi¬ 
nal women in Australian history. 
The film’s voiceovers recite white 
male discoverers’ assessments of 
natives, against (among other im¬ 
ages) a narrative of Aboriginal 
women getting a white man drunk 
and enjoying a meal on his tab. 

Night Cries: A Rural Tragedy 
(1990) is perhaps Moffatt’s most 
visually striking film. Night Cries

t was the best of times, it was 
the worst of times. It was the 
most exciting of times, it was 
the most tedious of times. It was

There’s not much that’s queer 
about The Opportunists, except 
the locale: Queens. Here, an un- 
mannered Walken plays Vic, an 
ex-con turned car mechanic who 
has some cash flow problems. But 
with Cyndi as his bar-owning girl¬ 
friend, Vic has no problems lead¬ 
ing a straight life — that is, until a 
long-lost, hunky Irish cousin 
(Peter McDonald) arrives on the 
scene. Let the heist begin. 

Sitting opposite the tastefully 
attired, lavender-tressed Cyndi, 
B.A.R. was ready to chat up the 
film. But when we first asked the 
songstress about her activities on 
behalf of AIDS and gay rights, 
there was little time to address any 
other issues. 

“All right! Let me just say one 
thing,” the “Time After Time” 
singer began. “I’ve done what I 
could. I wish I could have done 
something really incredible. I only 
did what I could do, but the gay 
community is not like a separate 
community for me. 

“I’ve gay friends and a gay fam¬ 
ily member, okay. And when you 
have a gay person in your family 
or they are your close friends, 
you’ve got to stand up and say, 
‘Hey! You’re a great guy. You’re a 
great gal. I’m proud of you.’ Be¬ 
cause if you don’t, and you really 
love that person, and you don’t 
show up, that’s really sending the 
wrong message to the person. To 
the world. 

“We’re all blessed to be born in 
this country, because this is a won¬ 
derful country of real opportuni¬ 
ties. I mean, it’s hard, but we 
weren’t born in a war-torn coun¬ 
try. We don’t have major volca¬ 
noes all over us. You know, we 
don’t have earthquakes. We do, 
but it’s not like we’ve been devas¬ 
tated by them like other parts of 
the planet, right? 

“I mean, like Serbia. What if 
you were born in Serbia? What 
would your career have been like 
then? 

“The only thing that I see is ... 
the unfortunate part about this 
country is not what happens to us. 
It’s what we do to each other. So if 
we can extend our arms and give 
support to each other and cele¬ 
brate our differences, we got

publicans) didn’t lock their dis¬ 
senters and hard-liners in a closet 
for the convention, but allowed 
them equal time — including 
even anti-choice Dems among the 
exhaustive (and exhausting) line¬ 
up of speakers. 

There were old De¬ 
mocrats, new Democ¬ 
rats, centrist Democ¬ 
rats, lefty Democrats, 
blacks, Latinos, Asians, 
women, queers, 

Kennedys, Clintons 
and Gores galore. Un¬ 
like the lockstep 
Republicans 
who, like Mus¬ 
solini, kept the 
show running on time, the De¬ 
mocrats were pretty queer (and 
much better dressed): everything 
started late and ran long, people 
told dumb jokes and ad-libbed. It 
was a whole lot closer to what 
conventions used to be, unscript¬ 
ed moments of real politik. 

As usual, Bill Clinton — the life 
of the party — stole the show,

I wore a tuxedo on those occa¬ 
sions, too, because I knew they 
were going to give her a problem. 
And this is way before k.d. lang. 

“So if you don’t stand up for 
each other, what’s going to hap¬ 
pen? What, are we going to closet 
ourselves again? I’m not up for it. 
And that’s a little arrogant of me 
and it’s a little selfish of me be¬ 
cause I’m comfortable within the 
community, because that’s kind of 
like an extension of my own 
lifestyle, except I’m not gay. I’m 
heterosexual, but I could give a ... 
you know, if you are or not. It’s 
who you are. 

“Since I have so many wonder¬ 
ful gay friends and my family who 
I love deeply, you gotta show up. 
It’s just a ... You gotta show up. It’s 
half-selfish, and half I feel an 
obligation. So I do what I can. I 
don’t see it as a heroic thing, be¬ 
cause it ain’t.” 

Strange company 

Christopher Walken had lots 
more time left to talk about The 
Opportunists after he answered my 
gay question. I brought up 1991’s 
The Company of Strangers, in 
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camp. Clinton’s speech rocked the 
Staples Center. Vintage Clinton — 
sharp, funny, smart, focused, emo¬ 
tional and loooong. No one works 
a crowd like Clinton. He stuck it to 
the Republicans so hard and so 
deep, they’ll be cleaning lube off 
themselves for a month. 
Not only did Clinton 
enumerate the laun¬ 
dry list of accomplish¬ 
ments of the Clinton- 
Gore Administration, 
he turned the Repub¬ 
licans’ own lines back 
on them time 
and again, 
most notably

The networks seem to have 
made a calculated decision to 
delete his accomplishments while 
making it appear he was grand- 
standing at Gore’s party. 

The controversy only came to 
light because that other Holly¬ 
wood bud, Barbra Streisand, com¬ 
plained and made Access Holly¬ 
wood cover it as their top story. 
We’re all verklempt. 

The other big convention con¬ 
troversy was The Kiss. After Tipper 
Gore’s super-sweet photographic 
bio of A1 & Tipper’s political Love 
Story, Gore walked on stage and, as 


the crowd was wildly cheering, 
told Tip (you needed to read lips 
for this part) it was wonderful, he 
loved her and gave her a big hug 
and a real, sexy, passionate, al- 
most-tongue kiss. Whoa, baby! 

The pundits couldn’t stop talk¬ 
ing about it (which makes us 
think they really aren’t getting 
any), Extra reran The Kiss video 
50 times, and reporters asked 
Gore about it between political 
queries as he and Lieberman rode 
the Mark Twain riverboat down 
the mighty Mississippi. 

Gore can’t cut a break. Every¬ 
body bitches that he isn’t sponta¬ 
neous, and when he is, they dis 
him for it.

Clinton's legacy , and more 'best of' collections

T he distinction between 
“greatest hits” collections 
and “best of” compilations 
continues to elude me. The discs 
in this column fall under both 
headings. 

I’m not sure why it is that I 
prefer George Clinton’s solo work, 
collected on the wonderful Great¬ 
est Hits (Capitol) disc, to the work 
he did with Parliament, but I 
think it might have something to 
do with a Greyhound bus trip I 
once made from Chicago to 
Champaign-Urbana in the late 
’70s. Boomboxes were beginning 
to become popular, but head¬ 
phones weren’t, and I was sere¬ 
naded for four hours by Parlia¬ 
ment’s “Flashlight,” on a 
play/rewind/repeat cycle, by the 
passenger in the seat behind me. 
Suffice to say that it took me years 
to fully appreciate the song again. 

I joined the Clinton cult after 
the initial buzz of his highly-re¬ 
garded 1982 Computer Games 
album (“Atomic Dog,” “Loopzil- 
la”), with his follow-up disc You 
Shouldn’t Nuf Bit Fish (“Last 
Dance,” “Quickie,” “Nubian Nut”). 
After that, I was hooked. The 
wicked funk of “Last Dance,” how¬ 
ever, did not prepare me for what 
was to follow. “Double Oh-Oh” 
(from Some of My Best Friends Are 
Jokes) is my favorite Clinton song, 
an example of the man at his best. 
Clinton came close to topping 
that hit with “Do Fries Go with 
that Shake?” (from the follow-up 
album R&B Skeletons in the Clos¬ 
et). The hits here are the„“greatest” 
of Clinton’s ’80s period. 

While George Clinton was 
working his own unique (and 
bizarre) magic on funk and R&B 
as a solo artist during the 1980s, 
Whitney Houston was busy blaz¬ 
ing her own distinctive trail. The 
evidence can be found on The 
Greatest Hits (Arista). Whitney, 
daughter of disco diva Cissy 
Houston, held her own against 
other mainstream ’80s divas such 
as Madonna and Janet Jackson, 
and maintained her ranking 
throughout the ’90s. What better 
way to celebrate her accomplish¬ 
ments than to release a two-disc, 
almost comprehensive hits disc in 
2000? Disc one, titled “Cool 
Down,” contains the power bal¬ 
lads “I Will Always Love You,” 



“Greatest Love of All,” “Saving All 
My Love for You,” and “Didn’t We 
Almost Have It All.” 

This disc also has “Same Script, 
Different Cast,” the double-barrel 
diva duet of the year, featuring 
Houston and labelmate Deborah 
Cox. In addition to the reinvent¬ 
ing of “If I Told You That” as a 
duet with George Michael, disc 
two, aka “Throw Down,” mainly 
consists of enhanced dance tacks 
(“I Wanna Dance With Some¬ 
body,” “How Will I Know,” “I’m 
Every Woman,” “So Emotional”) 
and dance versions of other 
tracks, including Thunderpuss’ 
career-reviving remix of “It’s Not 
Right But It’s Okay.” Give Whitney 
her props and buy this disc. 

Bacharach attack 

Whitney’s auntie Dionne War¬ 
wick is once again being celebrat¬ 
ed for her ’60s work on The Very 
Best of Dionne Warwick (Rhino). 
Fourteen of the disc’s 16 tracks are 
the Burt Bacharach/Hal David 
compositions that helped to make 
both the composers and the singer 
who sang them household words. 
“(Theme From) The Valley Of 
The Dolls” is the only non- 
Bacharach/David track from the 
’60s on this collection (it was co¬ 
written by Dory and Andre 
Previn). Warwick’s biggest pre- 
Barry Manilow/pre-Arista hit of 
the ’70s, “Then Came You,” a duet 
with the Spinners, is also included 
here. 

Karen Carpenter and her 
brother Richard were as ubiqui¬ 
tous during the 1970s and early 
1980s as Whitney Houston was 
during the ’80s and ’90s. The Car¬ 
penters’ recently released Singles 
1969-1981 (A&M) expands on 
Singles 1969-1973 by eight years 
and several tracks, giving the lis¬ 
tener a good perspective on the 
Carpenters’ considerable contri¬ 
bution to popular music. To this 
day, singers (and drummers, as 


well) cite Karen Carpenter as an 
influence, and hearing her stun¬ 
ning and distinctive vocals on 
tracks such as “We’ve Only Just 
Begun,” “It’s Going To Take Some 
Time,” “Superstar,” “Rainy Days 
And Monday,” “Goodbye to Love,” 
and “(They Long To Be) Close to 
You” serves as a reminder that 
there was no one like Karen Car¬ 
penter before we were introduced 
to her, and there has been no one 
like her since her untimely death. 

Turn on any soft-rock station 
and you will probably hear a song 
by the Carpenters. You will prob¬ 
ably also hear a song by Wilson 
Phillips. The harmonizing trio 
(Chynna Phillips, Carnie and 
Wendy Wilson), the daughters of 
artists who individually made 
their marks in the music industry 
before their children were even 
born, struck platinum with the in¬ 
fectious and uplifting song “Hold

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Brahms. She loved that. 

“We listened to the English 
radio, so we were confronted with 
the fact that what was actually 
happening during the war was 
very different from what most of 
Germany knew,” Wust recalls. “We 
had a painting in the apartment. 
On the back, behind the frame, 
was a map of Europe. And we 
would listen to the radio and use 
pin needles to mark the advance 
of the Russians and the British. 
When the doorbell rang, we 
would be startled and flip over the 
painting as quickly as possible.” 

Close call 

Wust says that the couple only 
had one close call. “Once, the bell 
rang at three in the morning,” 
Wust says. “It was common 
knowledge that the SS came to ar¬ 
rest people and take them away 
until five in the morning. So a 
doorbell ring at three was terrify¬ 
ing. Felice went outside and stood 
on the balcony. I yelled through 
the door, and the person eventu¬ 
ally went away. But Felice stood 
outside for hours. That was the 
only time Felice and I were really 
afraid.” 

At least until the day the cou¬ 
ple came home and found the 
Gestapo waiting for Felice, whom 


On,” from their self-titled 1990 
album. Other hits from their 
debut album on their new Greatest 
Hits (SBK/Capitol) disc include 
“You’re In Love,” “Impulsive,” “Re¬ 
lease Me,” and “The Dream Is Still 
Alive.”

Lehrer report 

Although he only recorded a 
handful of albums, song satirist 
Tom Lehrer is still a legend in the 


they immediately arrested. In a 
voice of harrowing sorrow, Wust 
recalls the visit she made to 
Theriesenstadt, the camp where 
Felice was interred. Unlike the 
death camps, Theriesenstadt was 
built to look hospitable and hu¬ 
mane, so the Nazis could use it as 
a showcase to convince groups like 
the International Red Cross that 
the nation’s Jews were being cared 
for properly, an idea that also had 
effective propaganda value do¬ 
mestically. 

“It was incredible,” Wust sighs. 
“When I went back to Berlin, I 
cried the entire journey. The only 
reason I went to Theriesenstadt 
was to see Felice. And I could not.” 

After the end of the war in May 
1945, Wust began to look for Fe¬ 
lice, hoping that she might still be 
alive. Wust posted fliers and often 
spent entire days at the train sta¬ 
tion, in the reception room for 
trains arriving from the east. She 
sent announcements to be read 
over local radio, and sought assis¬ 
tance from the United Nations’ 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin¬ 
istration. 

“We heard after the war that 
people survived the camps, that 
they got out and moved to Russia, 
or perhaps America. I never 
stopped hoping Felice was alive.” 

In late 1948, Felice was official¬ 
ly declared dead by a German 
court, the result of a process begun 
by Felice’s sister to clear up some 
legal heritage questions. In the 
spring of 1949, a desperately lone¬ 
ly Wust attempted suicide. She 
failed, but her next stab at easing 
her isolation was perhaps even 
worse: She remarried. By day, she 
worked in her husband’s electrical 
shop; at night, she cooked him din¬ 
ner. “It was an absurd marriage,” 
Wust says, “undertaken in panic.” 

But in early 1951, Wust di¬ 
vorced and obtained her first full¬ 
time job. She also became intense¬ 
ly involved with Jewish culture 
and revealed to friends that she 
had sheltered three other Jewish 
women after Felice’s arrest during 
the war. Slowly, she began to tell 
people around her about Felice 
and their relationship. Wust’s 
story became widely known in 
1981, when she received the Bun- 
desverdienstkreuz (Order of the 
Federal Republic of Germany), 
the nation’s highest civilian honor, 
for her wartime heroism. 

True colors 

Then the harassment started. 
Epithets were scrawled on her 
walls, and liquid manure, a corn-

mon agricultural fertilizer in Ger¬ 
many, was smeared all over her 
front door on many occasions. 

“It was very troubling” says 
Wust. “All of a sudden you could 
tell again who was a Nazi, and who 
is still a Nazi.” But the experience 
also led to a kind of acceptance 
Wust never expected: a warm wel¬ 
come into the arms of Europe’s 
gay and lesbian community. 

“For 30 years after the war, I 
lived in complete isolation,” she 
says. “I wasn’t even really living. 
When the book was published, I 
did start living again. People 
would come to visit me. I received 
tremendous amounts of letters. 
I’m very happy with how things 
have turned out.” 

Asked why she became so pub¬ 
lic about a life lived so privately, 
Wust is very clear: “My one crite¬ 
ria for allowing both the book and 
the film was to create a memorial 
for Felice.” That way, Wust says, 
she could rest assured that she had 
returned the love given to her by a 
woman who helped a German 
hausfrau find her true self and 
even truer happiness. 

Wust has collected two large 
valises full of mementos, records 
and correspondence, including 
the original poems and letters that 
comprise the core of Erica Fisch¬ 
er’s 1994 book Aimee & Jaguar, 
which provided the textual basis 
for the film. 

Originally, Wust planned to 
give her papers to her son Eber- 
hard (who converted to Judaism) 
for donation to a Jewish archive in 
Israel, where he now lives. But 
Wust came to realize the materials 
belong in Berlin. And upon her 
death, her collection will be do¬ 
nated to one of Berlin’s new mu¬ 
seums, currently under construc¬ 
tion, to commemorate both the 
Holocaust and German Jewish life 
in general. 

Wust says she is very pleased 
with the memorial thus far, and 
there is only one more thing left 
for her to do. “I would like to see 
Felice again,” she says, putting out 
a final cigarette and lowering her 
voice to whisper. Her eyes drift 
out the hotel window, perhaps to¬ 
wards the past, perhaps towards 
the future. Her gaze is, suddenly, 
one of fond longing, of love. She 
smiles. “I can’t do that here, only 
when I finally get to heaven. I 
know there is someone there wait¬ 
ing for me.” T

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Told Me Not To Come,” and “Eli’s 
Coming”) while The Best of 3 Dog 
Night, originally released in 1982, 
is a double-record set on one disc, 
containing 20 songs (including 
the gorgeous “Out In The Coun¬ 
try,” “Pieces Of April,” and “Play 
Something Sweet”). 

Listening to Taj Mahal’s Best of 
the Private Years (Private Music), I 
was reminded of what it is about 
the blues that rubs me the wrong 
way. It sounds like music trapped 
in the 1950s. As someone who 
doesn’t have much patience with 
the silly songs of that era, I feel 


the same frustration with the 
blues. It doesn’t help matters that 
Mahal covers songs such “Ooh 
Poo Pah Doo” and “Need Your 
Lovin’” (which features Bonnie 
Raitt). But on a song such as 
“Lovin In My Baby’s Eyes,” a 
Mahal original which is reminis¬ 
cent of contemporary blues artist 
Keb’ Mo, the blues legend sounds 
as if he is in touch with the pre¬ 
sent. I know that blues lovers will 
find more to like on this collec¬ 
tion than I did. 

Devo, the overlooked innova¬ 
tors of American punk/new wave 


Lavender Tube 
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as a role model (still hot for his 
own wife after 34 years) and ap¬ 
preciating that he was feeling the 
moment (and her ass), they have 
to deconstruct it. It’s not every day 
you get nominated for president. 
That would put a little spike into 
most of us. To paraphrase Bogey, 
sometimes a kiss is just a kiss. 

Reality check 

And sometimes a convention is 
just a phoenix rising from the ashes 
of a really lousy campaign. The 
DNC has run the worst campaign 
since Mondale-Ferraro, but the 
convention snapped the Dems back 
to reality. Maybe it took such old- 
guard heavyweights as Rep. John 
Lewis and Sen. Ted Kennedy and 
up-and-comers like Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend (lieutenant 
governor of Maryland, being 
primed for major national office) to 
remind the Democrats of who they 
are. Maybe it took the knowledge 
that their guy is way smarter than 
the other guy to slap them back on 
track. But what could be seen, un¬ 
scripted and running past prime 
time, was a bunch of real people 
with perspectives as divergent as 
their demographics coming togeth¬ 
er for a common — and decidedly 
more left than expected— goal. 

These were the new New De¬ 
mocrats, reinvented once again, as 
Clinton reinvented them in 1992. 
But this time it looks less centrist 
and more left, with Gore invoking 
the populism of the past so dis¬ 
tinctly that Bush shrilly called it 
“class warfare” (just like any rich 
kid with oil money would). Per¬ 
haps that illusion of inclusion that 
Jesse Jackson referred to when 
lambasting the Republicans forced 
the Democrats to realize their 
strength lies in their difference, 
not in trying to be Republican lite. 

As Martin Sheen, who plays 
the President on NBC’s fabulous 
Emmy-nominated The West Wing, 
said, “Gore-Lieberman proves the 
Democrats have discovered fire 
for the second time.” That may be 
hyperbolic TV talk, but this sure 
was a better party than the one in 
Philadelphia, even if the music 
sucked. (Explain to us again why 
Chaka Khan sang for the Repub¬ 
licans, while the Democrats got 
Country and pre-pubescent Lati¬ 
no kids?) 

PBS gets cheers for the best 
convention coverage. NBC gets 
jeers for the bitchiest and most 
truncated coverage (your Republi¬ 
can roots are showing, girls). 

Finally, it wouldn’t be a con¬ 
vention without demonstrations, 
and it wouldn’t be LA without po¬ 
lice controversy. Granted, the 
Dems were trying to replicate the 
political fire of the ’60s, but was 
that a good reason for the LAPD 
to use water cannons and tear gas 
on rather tame demonstrators? 
Apparently, LA missed the calm 
and cool of the Philly convention, 
where Police Commissioner John 
Timoney road a bike in uniform 
and allowed demonstrations to go 
on without permits as long as no 
one got violent. No tear gas, no 
firehoses, no rubber bullets 
(where did the LAPD get rubber 
bullets? From Dick Cheney?), no 
riot gear. If the LAPD keeps this 
up, people are going to believe OJ 
was innocent. 

And in a political addendum, 
Reform Party fascist, uh, candi¬ 
date, Pat Buchanan (and how did 
he find a — as he called her — 
“black lady” running mate who 
was a member of the John Birch 
Society and has her own Confed¬ 
erate flag?) had emergency gall 
bladder surgery last weekend, 
proving that all that bile will get 
you, one way or another. T

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Circuit 

centering 

B ecause I take it as my sacred 
obligation to report accurately 
and fairly on everything that 
passes for queer entertainment in and 
around San Francisco, this past week¬ 
end I explored the circuit party scene, 
from a safe dis¬ 
tance, in my arm¬ 
chair. The experi¬ 
ence was granted 
me by Circuit 
Noize, a glossy 
give-away maga¬ 
zine plucked 
from one of 
many stacks in 
the Castro, right 
alongside the B.A.R. 

In this magazine for hard-core cir¬ 
cuit partiers who fancy themselves a 
tribe, I found dozens and dozens of 
glossy photos of circuit-party scenes 
around the nation and the world. The 
men in these images — and some very 
few women and drag queens — look 
immensely happy and very, very alike. 
They hug a lot. You can sense the guys 
are mighty proud of their pecs. 

That the photos achieve a level of 
shallowness excelled only by the most 
banal porn-movie adverts surprised 
me not. I expected nothing more from 
a publication bulging with ads from all 
the fat-cat circuit party promoters. 

But, lo and behold, the magazine 
raised an eyebrow by including articles 
of some substance and even a bit of 
style. Community issues were 
broached. One piece, on the party drug 
Ecstasy, written by Paul Dillon, alerts 
readers to incidences in Australia of 
deaths in the circuit scene from an am¬ 
phetamine-type drug known as PMA, 
which authorities there apparently mis- 
attributed to MDMA (Ecstasy). The 
piece responsibly steers readers to a re¬ 
liable resource for sober advice on all 
recreational drugs, www.dancesafe.org. 

Spirituality dominated the issue, 
however, with several writers endeav¬ 
oring to explain what the circuit party 
high is all about. This touched me. I 
sensed the circuit queens reaching for 
universal truths. 

The most succinct expression of cir¬ 
cuit spirituality comes from editor 
Steve Kammon in “Transcending the 
Dance Floor.” He writes: “There is a 
special place of peace and tranquility 
on the dance floor... Let’s call this place 
‘the center.’ The center is both a place of 
the dance floor and a place within your 
own body and mind... When you find 
the center, you have stepped outside of 
the normal flow of time... The mys¬ 
tics, throughout the ages, have spoken 
of the center... The path that we Cir¬ 
cuit boys have found is no less valid 
than the path discovered by the yogis of 
India or the Tai Chi masters of China.” 

Not for a moment do I doubt Kam- 
mon’s sincerity. I know the ecstasy 
rush. Yet I have to chuckle. It’s an easy, 
flimsy spirituality, making the mass of 
boys seem like mighty flighty angels. 

The circuit scene’s overarching so¬ 
cietal impact is reflected in the maga¬ 
zine’s pec pictures and ads. No matter 
what platitudes the boys utter, their 
look says it all: pumped-up, pretty, and 
vacuous. While circuit goers may feel 
tribal, they’re letting their images — and 
spirit — be usurped and turned into 
marketing tools for the spiritual path 
known as crass consumerism. ▼
